THE SITUATION. 
GORTSCHAKOFF’S CIRCULAR. 

Lonpon, April 13.—At St. Petersburg the 
opinion regarding Gortschakoff’s circularis much | 
divided. Some consider it a complete political 
programme and worthy of a great Power. 
Others regard it as a formal refatation of Lord 
Salisbury’s accusations. Some think it is 
Russia’s last word,—others tne introduction to 
negotiations on new ground. It has greatly 
displeased those who wish the Government to 
nail the colors to the mast and risk all rather 
than make the slightest concessions. 

SKEPTICAL. 

The opinion at Berlin continues skeptical 
about the success of the negotiations. The 
Nord-Deutsche Zeitung, referring to Germany’s 
mediation, said the joint appeal of England and 
Russia for the good offices of Germany could 
have a meaning only if the parties were willing 
to make such concessions as would put out of 
the question the possibility of either party 
challenging the other. , 

ROUMANIA. 

Bratiano, the Roumanian Premier, returned 
to Vienna Thursday on his way to Bucharest. 
He had an interview with Count Andrassy and 
Herr Tisza. The tidings Bratiano brings from Ber- 
linare not encouraging. The conviction there is 
that the Czar is bent on having Bessarabia back, 
aud that he will take it, and that the best thing 
the Roumanians can do is to make the best pos- 
sible terms about the compensation they are to 


receive. 
AT CONSTANTINOPLE. 

The situation at Constantinople is still regard- 
ed as dangerous to peace. Notwithstandingthe 

stations of the Porte, there are intrigues 

yon among the Pashas, and the deretion 
of the Russian commander and of Layard are 
doubled. Mehemet Ali, ad Moukhtar, Osman, 
Reouf, and Said Pashas, and other Turkish Gen- 
erals, dined with Layard yesterday. 

The Greeks and Bulgarians in Roumania and 
Thrace are quarreling about the posseaston of 
the Greek churches, appealing to the Russians 
and Turks for support. 

The atmosphere of Constantinople is believed 
to be daily becoming more ſuflammabie. 

BOSNIA AND HERZEGOVINA. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, April 18.—Count Lichy, 
Austrian Ambassador, is negotiating to obtain 
the Porte’s consent to the possible Austrian oc- 
cupation of Bosnia and flerzegovina. 

NEW RUSSIAN LOAN. 

Sr. Perezrssure, April 18.—Subscriptions 
will open here on the 16th inst. for a new issue 
of Treasyry bonds amounting to 50,000,000 


rubles. 
DISBANDING. 


BELGRADE, April 18.—A council between the 
Minister of War and General Staff is arranged 
for the disbanding of the greater partof the ~ 
Servian forces. A sufficient force will be main- 
tained to preserve order in Old Servia. It is 
considered certain that Servia will not partici- 
pate in any further hostilities. 

THE CZAR TO FRANCIS JOSEPH. 

Vrenna, April 13.—A Russian courier has ar- 
rived here bringing an autograph letter from 
the Czar to the E:operor Francis Joseph. The 
relations between the two Courts have assumed 
@ more conciliatory tendency.® 


ENGLAND, 
PORTSMOUTH DOCKS, 

Lonpon, April 13.—There has been less ex: 
citement at the Portsmouth dock-yard this 
week.

RESUMPTION. 
SUBSTITUTE FOR THE REPEAL BILL. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Wastttrearon, D. C., April 13.—As to re- 
sumption, it appears that Senators Voorhees 
and Jones are the only members of the Senate 
Finande Committee who favor reporting the 
House bill to repeal the Resumption act. Sen- 
ator Ferry is represented as having radically 
changed his views as to the propriety of repeal- 
ing the act. It is expected that when the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee takes a final vote Tues- 
dap on the questions related to resumption a 
majority of the Committee will report several 
propositions as substitutes for the Repeal bill, 
viz.: that so much of the National Banking act 
as autborizes the Secretary of the Treasury to 
retire 80 per cent of the legal-tender cir- 
culation upon the issue of National Bank 
notes be repealed; that authority be given 
the Secretary of the Treasury to reissue the 
greenbacks, and that all laws which have been 
construed by the Secretary of the Treasury as 
giving him authority to cancel or retire green- 
back circulation be repealed; that after the 1st 
of July next legal-tender notes shall be 
RECEIVED AT PAR 
for customs dues, aud for all private dues 
where not expressly stipulated otherwise, that 
the 4 per cent bonds shall be exchanged for le- 
gal-tender notes at par. 
The substitute, of which the above is an out- 
line, is understood to meet the views of all but 


two members of the Committee, and a member 
states to-night he has no doubt it will be sub- 
stantially adopted and reported to the Senate. 
The House Banking and Currency Committee 
to-day sent invitations toa number of Cuicago 
bankers to come here and give their views on 
resumption.

SUPREME COURT. 
IMPORTANT DECISIONS. 

Wasmineton, D. C., April 13—Supreme 
Court, No. 256, Moore & Davis vs. Robbins, 
error to the Supreme Court of Illinois. The 
principal interest in this case is that Senator, 
late Judge, Davis is one of the plaintiffs in 
error. In 1855, Moore and one Mitchell pur- 
chased public. lands at a, sale at Springfield, for 
which certificates of purchase were issuea, and 
subsequently a patent was issued to Moore. 
Mitchell’s land was sold under judgment, the 
purchaser afterwards selling forty acres to 
Judge Davis. Robbins claims under the pre- 
emption by one Bunn, and sued to foreclose the 
mortgage on the premises, alleging that Moore 
had by mistake got a patent for a number acres 
of pre-empted land, and that Davis has no valid 
title. The judgment was that Moore and Davis 
have no rights which were not subject to Rob- 
bins’ mortgage, and it is nere asserted that the 
Court erred in its rulings upon the evidence, 
aud in the conclusion arrived at. 

No. 2600, Meister vs. Moore et al., error to the 
Circuit Court for the West District of Pennsyl- 
vania; and 261, Meister vs. Bessell et al. These 
were actions of ejectment to recover certain 
lands in and adjoining Pittsburg.

MEXICO. 


The Department of State has not vet recetved 
official intelligence of the recognition of the 
Diaz Government by Minister Foster. 
no doubt, however, of the fact, as the instruc- 
tions to that gentleman, on returning to Mexi- 
co, authorized him todo so should he find a 
proper condition of affairs to warrant such a 
tion. The reasons for recognizing the Diaz 
Government are that it has shown a disposition 
to arrange all matters in dispute between the 
two Governments, and given evidence of its 
earnestness in that direction, having, among 
other things, sent Federal troops to 
the {frontier to preserve the peace, 
thus supplarting the inefficient militia. 
Consequently no raids have oceurred on the Rio 
Grande for the last three months,—certainly 
none of a serious character. Besides, the Mex- 
ican Government has prumptly paid, as they 
became due, two installments of the Mexican 
indemnity, amounting to $600,000, and recently 
the Mexican Government checked an attempt 
at Matamoras to levy forced loans on American 
citizens. There have been no other such at- 
tempts for some months past, and every pre- 
caution will be takes to nt them in future. 
Further, the Mexican Goternment expresses its 
readiness to enter upon any negotiatiuns for 
the adjustment of all questions in dispute. 

THE LIFE-SAVING SERVICE. 

The life-saving staiions on the lakes were 
opered for service on the lst of April, and will 
continue open until the Ist of June, and then 
be closed until the Ist of September, when they 
will be reopened, and remain open until the 
close of navigation. It is the intention of the 
department to keep the four stations of Lake 
Superior open during the entire season of pavi- 
gation, provided that the appropriation becomes 
available on the Ist of July next. The present 
appropriation will become exhausted on the 
Soth of June.

WasnHinoton, D. C., April 13.— The Senate 
bill requiring the Commissioner appointed to 
prepare a new edition of the Revised Statutes 
to revise the index to the first volume, passed. 

Mr. Cox (N. Y.), Chairman of the Committee 
on Library, asked leave to report back a bill ap- 
propriating $2,500 for the erection of a monu- 
ment over the grave of Thomas Jefferson. The 
amount, on motion of Mr. Cox, having been in- 
creased to $5,000, the bill passed. 

A session on Monday night was ordered for de- 
bate upon the Tariff bill, and Tuesday, Wednes- 
day, and Thursday nights for the consideration of 
Pension bills. 

The House then went into Committee of the 
Whole, Mr. Cox (N. T.) in the chair, on the Post- 
Office Appropriation bill. The appropriation 
recommended is $33,190,373, a reduction of 
$987,770 from last year; $9,100,000 of that sum 
is for railroad mail-service, $6,090, 673 for inland 
mai) transportation, and $7.250.000 for the pay 
of Postmasters. The bill provides that the Post- 
master-General may appoint one agent to supe rin- 
tend the railroad postal service, and one to super- 
intend the star service, and authorizes the Post- 
master-General to reduce compensation to rail- 
roads for the transportation of mails 5 per cent. 

A long and general debate was interrupted by the 
Committee rising, and soon afterwards the House 
adjourned.

Pennsylvanians Propose to Make It Warm 
for Him.

PHILADELPHIA, Fa., April 13.—President 
Hayes is to spend four days of Easter week in 
Philadelphia, and arrangements are nearly com- 
pleted to make bis reception, if possible, the 
greatest ovation he has yet received, his friends 
being stimulated by reports that there was no 
popular enthusiasm when he went to the John 
Roach launch at.

A CALLOUS WRETCH. 

Wasuineton, D. C., April 13.—J. R. P.

The violence, unnat 
and unreasonable severity manifes the dis- 
proportiofi of the punishment to the offense, in- 
sensibility, ¢oarseness, brutality which 
charact all these © painful 
all bespeak a heart rega 
duty, ahd exhibiting all 
symptoms of a wicked, 
malignant l From careful cousideration of 
the evidence, I find the defendant guilty of the 
several assaults and batteries charged in the lu- 
iotmations. Régarding the first assault, in 
October, 1877, the lightest, he is sentenced to 
pay a fine of $290, and in default thirty days’ im- 
prisonment in the United States Jail. As the 
evidence discloses a system of persistent cruelty 
on the part of a fatber utterly inconsistent with 
the true character he should sustain to his chil- 
dren, he is sentenced to six months’ imprison- 
ment in the United States Jail in the District of 
Columbia on each of thé remaining informa- 
tions as they may appear.“

SPRINGFIELD. 


The Insane-Asylum Contract—A Democrat- 
ic Grievance Explained—Why Dr. Seymour 
Declined the Springfield Bishopric. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., April 13.—A copy of the 
contract between the Trustees of the Eastern 
Insane Asylum at Kankakee and the Commis- 
sioners of the Joliet Penitentiary was filed to- 
day in the office of the State Board of Public 
Charities, as required by law. The Penitentiary 
Commissioners agree to commence work on or 
before the 30th of March, to complete the work 
by or befure the 20th of December, 1878, and to 
forfeit $50 a day for each day thereafter until 
the completion of the work. They will accept 
and receive as payment in full for the comple- 
tion of the buildings included in the plans 
and specifications the sum of $169,874.21. 
This is the contract which the late Democratic 
Convention in this city declared to be “ without 
the authority of law, , and desired to have an- 
nulled. ‘The language of the statute, which was 
enacted by the votes of Democrats as well as 
Republicans, is as follows: 

The Commissioners of the Penitentiary at Joliet 
may bid and become contractors in behalf of the 
State on any and all contracts in which they deem 
it to be for the interest of the Penitentiary 
and the State, and which they have 
the means to execute, and it shall 
be the duty of said Commissions to faithfully per- 
form such contracts as they may make, but the 
seid Commissioners shall not be uired to give 
the bond required of other bidders and cogtractors, 

The policy of the law may be questioned, but 
it is the law. The Penitentiary Commissioners 
claim that without bidding for tne whole work 
they cSuld not have secured any portion of it ; 
that they had the means to execute the whole 
by sub-letting such portions as could not be 
executed inside the prison walls: that they 
sub-let a part to the lowest bidder 
and did not appoint a contractor of 
their own selection; that the sub-contractor 
will be under the direction and control of the 
Kankakee Board; that the work will be well 
and quickly executed, and at a lower figure than 
would otherwise have been the case, and that 
the State will secure employment for a certain 
number of convicts, which will aid in defraying 
the cost of the Penitentiary, thus reducing the 
reser oy of taxes to be collected trom the 
people.

THE MISSOURI RIVER FIGHT. 

The fight between the roads leading to Mis- 
souri River points from Chicago and St. Louis 
has now reached to a point where the valiant 
St. Louisans can show their pluck, if they have 
any. Ever since the beginning of the war they 
have vowed that under no consideration would 
they allow the Chicago roads to make the same 
rates as are made by the St. Louis roads, but 
would continue to claim the difference in rates 
allowed them during the existence of the pool. 
They swore to fight it out on that line if it took 
them all summer. Thus far they faithfull 
kept their word, and every uction made 
by the 7 roads was followed by 
another by the St. Louis lines. A day or two 
ago the Chicago roads reduced the rates to Mis- 
souri River points to the same figures as charg- 
ed from St. Louis, aud 2 iutormatiou 
was received that the St. Louisans had again 
come down to the following figures: First, 
second, third, and fourth class, 15 cents, and 
special class, 10 cents. No sooner did the Chi- 
cago lines learn of this reduction than they met 
the St. Louisans and announced the following 
rates: First and second class, 18 cents; third 
class, 15 cents; and fourth and special classes, 
10 cents. If the St. Louis roads now mean to 
be consistent and insist upon the usual differ- 
ence, they must make first and second class two 
cents below nothing, as they demand 
a difference on these classes of 20 
cents. How they will pay the shippers the 
two cents extrais pot known. Some think they 
will not pay the cash, but will give the shipper, 
as an inducement to ship with them, a chromo 
of the big bridge ora copy of their new City 
Directory. The Chicago roads have now reached 
bottom figures, and will allow the St. Louis 
roads to exact their difference the best they can. 
They can stand it as long asthe St. Louisans 
can. 


EAST-BOUND RATES. 

The General Freight Agents of the roads 
leading East from this city held a meeting yes- 
terday afternoon at the office of Mr. R. C. Mel- 
drum, Western General Freight Agent Pitts- 
burg, Fort Wayne & Chicago Railroad, and de- 
cided that alcohol, highwines, and domestic spir- 
its, when * 2 in quantities of five barrels 
or more, et per barrel valuation, and at 
owner’s risk of leaking will be taken at fourth- 
class rate and actual weights only. Heretofore 
the rates on these articles were five cents above 
fourth-class. The new rates will go into effect 
Monday, April 15. 

The advisability of making a further reduc- 
tion in the grain rates was taken into consider- 
ation, but no action was taken. It is the gen- 
eral opinion that the rates on grain will be re- 
duced in a few days. -As it is, the Eastern 
roads are duing very little, though the Western 
roads bring in immense amounts of grain. 
Most of the grain arriving here goes 
East via lake and rail because the rates are 
cheaper. The roads leading east from Peoria, 
Indianapolis and the Western points report that 
they are doing an immense business, being una- 
ble to supply the demand for cars. This fact 
alone will compel the Chicago roads to make a 
1 in order to keep even with their 
rivals.

SCIENCE VINDICATED. 
New York Times. 

It is a scientific fact that the peculiar species 
of woman popularly known as the female re- 
former is unusually thin and bony. Whether 
the advocacy of reform has a direct tendency to 
develop bones, or whether women who are con- 
genitally bony become reformers because they 
are shut out from ordinary pleasures and pur- 
suits of plump and pretty women, has never 
been satisfactorily ascertained. It is conceded 
by anatomists and chemists that the bones of 
eminent female reformers contain an excess of 
phosphorus, and it has been ascertained that if 
the elbow of Mrs. Swisshelm is briskly rubbed 
against a piece of sand-paper, it gives out a 
bluish flame, accompanied by phosphorous acid. 
It is enough simply to remind the public that 
the more earuestly a woman may advocate fe- 
malk suffrage aud trousers the more closely may 
we expect to find her approaching the general 
weight and appearance of a human skeleton. 

To this rule there has nevertheless been one 
apparent exception which has greatiy puzzied 
our ‘scientific men. This exception was the 
Rev. Eliza Wilkinson, who lately ministered to 
the Free-Will Universalist congregation in a 
town in Illinois.

pudiates with , scorn the suggestion 
that the fact that the stripes were horizontal 
produced upon him an impression of a plump- 
ness which did not really exist. There hap- 
pened to be a sharp nail projected from the 
side of the ladder near the upper end, and Mr. 
Barnes asserts that Miss Wilkinson, having 
gouged one of her—in short, having come in 
contact with this nail, gave a little shriek 
which drew his attention to— At any rate 
he claims that it was not his fault, and that he 
was not the victim of a mere ocular delusion. 

The eloquent and plump reformer was re- 
ceived by the audience with great applause, and 
began a superb oration upon ‘ Sincerity.” She 
demanded that men and women should be, 
above all things, sincere, and should avoid sliams 
and pretenses of all kinds. Warming with her 
argument, she walked to and froupon the stage, 
and occasionally stamped her foot with manly 
emphasis. Soon the audience began to notice 
a curious deposit, of the color and general 
appearance of bran, which formed little 
ridges along the stage wherever the speaker 
walked. It was aiso noticed that whenever 
she stamped her foot, or remained in one 
position ior a few moments, a small mound 
of the mysterious substance made its appear- 
ance. After atime another phenomenon created 
fresh astonishment. Miss Wilkinson was ob- 
Her dress hung loose- 
ly upon her, and before long she presented the 
appearance of avery thin gchool-girl wearing 
the clothes of a fat aunt. It was not until Miss 
Wilkinson bad wasted to an extent that created 
unusual horror and dismay that she herself no- 
ticed that anything was wrong. Asshe cast her 
eyes downward she perceived the deposits of 
bran. instinctively putting both hands to her 
waist, she felt that her plumpness had vanished, 
and as the full extent of her calamity flashed 
upon her she sank in a fainting fit to the floor, 
and was carried out by two Deacons,—a mere 
bundle of clothing inclosing a scarcely percepti- 
ble quantity of female reformer.

To the Editor of The 
CMA, April 13.—On Monday next, ff re- 
ports are true, the Council Committee on Build- 
ings will proceed to award the contract for the 
cut-stone work for the city’s portion of the new 
Court-House to the lowest bidder. If other 
reports can be relied on, the members of the 


Committee have taken good care to know be- 
forehand who will be the lowest bidder, and 
have mavaged that he be no other man than 
Mr. Hinsdale, who controls the quarries in 
Southern Indiana known asthe New Bedford 
quarries, 

In their infinite wisdom the Aldermen com- 
posing the Committee ov Buildings are about 
to take a step which cannot but bring disgrace 
upon the city and turn the public building of 
our enterprising young city into a monument 
of imbecility and stubbornness, and of that lack 
of taste and appreciation of artistic harmony 
for which the average American Alderman has 
been noted ever since he had anything to do 
with public buildings. 

If the Committee had acted in good faith 
toward the interest of the city and its taxpayers, 
had it considered, as it should, that the City 
Hall they are about erecting is to be part and 

arcel of the County Building, now already 
ooming up considerably, they would never 
have entertained for a moment the idea of using 
the Bedford stone. The Bedford stone is so 
thoroughly different from the Lemont lime- 
stone used in the County Building that 
it would be impossible to use it 
and bring about the harmony between the two 
buildings to which the city authorities are 
pleaged, and which the citizens have a right to 
expect; The Lemont limestone is of a pure 
yellowish-white color, which can be easily and 
cheaply fixed by a coat of water-gioss. The 
Bedford stone, on the other hand, is, as 
the samples submitted to the Council Commit- 
tee show, of a blueish gray, which may be per- 
manent, but will always contrast with Lemont 
limestone in the most — err manner. 
Everybody can satisfy nimself of the result of 
this if he will look at the new biock of 
dwellings on the southwest corner of 
Clark and Oak stree whose front is 
built of Bedford stone. Then let him walk a 
few blocks further north to the corner of Divis-

BREACH OF PROMISE. 
According to the London News, the latest case 

in England of breach of promise of marriage, 
that of Heap against Marris, does not add much 
giory to a sort of action which, if a bill now 
pending in the House of Commons becomes a 
law, is. doomed goon to disappear. In this 
affair the ordinary relations of the parties were 
reversed: it was the man who sued the woman 
for her breach of contract. There could be 
no sort of doubt as to the fact of the con- 
tract. An agreement was signed by the parties 
whereby the defendant agreed to become the 
lawful wife of the plaintiff on or about the Ist 
of January, 1875. In default the defendant was 
to pay a third share of the property which might 
be left to her under the will of her parents. She 
was to pay more than this if she did not espouse 
her business-like wooer. She was ta pay him 
$100 per annum at the end of 1875, $200 at the 
end of 1876, $400 in 1877, and so on, in a sort of 
martingale, always doubling till the lady died, 
or married, or perhaps became bankrupt. In 
the tenth year this sum would be over $50,000 
a year. It is not very easy to see 
how the impassioned lover, whose surname was 
Heap, and whose Christian pame for aught we 
know may have been Uriah, induced Miss Marris 
to enter into this singular bond. The parties 
had known each vther for a longtime. Mr. 
Heap first made the acquaintance of Miss Mar- 
ris when he was Second Master at Caistor 
Grammar School, in 1857 or 1858. The 
father of Miss Marris was a solicitor prac- 
— in the neighborhood. io 1862 the Head 
Master of the school died, and the plaint- 
iff hoped to obtain his viace. He failed, 
and it seems that the tather of Miss Marris op- 
posed and 1 the appointment. Ten 
‘years after this the singular contract was signed 
which we have described, and which was per- 
habs suggested to Mr. Heap as a school-master 
y be, recollection of the arithmetical problem 

ut the nails in a horse’s shoe. For the de- 
fendant it was alleged that the contract was to 
be invalid in certain circumstances, but the de- 
fense was not proved. A private arrangement 
was made betwen the parties, and the ved 
Mr. Heap accepted the sum of 65, as full 
compensation to his injured feelings. The re- 
sult seems curious till we learn, from the state- 
ment of the defendant’s counsel, that his client 
was willing to pay $5,000 rather than to allow 
her letters to be produced in court. Certain ar- 
arrangements had also been made as to the fu- 
ture disposal of the documents. Mr. Heap 
thus wins bis case and gete his money, and Miss 
Marris recovers her letters. Thus we see how 
noble an institution is that which permits suits 
for breach of promise of marriage.

THE COMMONS. 


A Description of the Lower House of the 

British Parliament. 
London Correspondence New York Sun. 
It is by no means an easy matter to visit the 
House of Commons. Admission is to be had 
ouly by card from a member, and even the 
magic card itself is far from insuring your 
admission, for enough tickets are often issued 
to fill their diminutive strangers’ gallery six 
times over, and tickets, moreover, are good only 
for the day named thereon. A ticket simply 
means this: that you may visit the House of 
Commons on a certain day provided there 
happens to be room. 

In spite of a seeming difficulty in obtaining 
these tickets, these, nevertheless, often come in 
strangely crooked ways, The everlasting fee, 
or tip, to officials, is very potent in England, 
and a shilling or two will often readily do what 
an infinite amount of W. work utterly fails 


to accomplish. A few s ago a friend said to 
me that if I wished to go With him to the House 
of Commons he could furnish me with a card. 
He bad not the cards then, he added, but should 
get them on the following evening meeting 
an indefinite third party, at a certain place, at 
exactly twenty minutes before 7 o'clock. 
At appointed hour, and prompt to the 

ute, as we waited in the flickering light of a 
solitary gas lamp, near the House Pariia- 
ment, a minor official met us, and handed over 
two tickets duly signed by members. A two- 
shilling piece slipped into his hand settled 
our de t least in its commercial bearing. 
He is employed about the House, and members 
doubtless write out tickets at his request, and 
he, thereupon, speculates in a small way upon 
them. Had we applied to the members directly 
we should have been less likely to obtain cards 
of admission than by thisintermediary process 
which we employed. Then we took our places 
in the entrance room, in line, and waited our 
turn. After waiting an hour we were admitted 
—several who were but a little in advance of us 
had been waiting three hours before their turns 


came. 

The hall of the House of Commonsis elab- 
orately finished, but is smallin comparison with 
the halls of eal 1 It 3 me like 
a good-sized x. lengt sevent 
five feet; width, forty-five feet; and nt, 
fourteen feet. The strangers’ gallery, which is 
at one end, seats rather less than eighty persons, 
and the diplomatic 3 in front of it, 
rather less than filty. T cighty seats men- 
tioned are all that are available by members’ 
tickets. It was evidently never intended that 
the general public should largely visit the 
House of Commons. The members’ seats are 
long, cushioned lounges, all facing the centre, 
and without desks—a very unhandy arrange- 
ment for le tive purposes, I say. 
The part of the room to the right of the Speaker 
is occupled by the Ministerial members, and the 
front seat, pear the Speaker, by the Ministers 
themselves. To the left of the Speaker are the 
Opposition members, and the leaders of the 
Opposition oceupy the front seat on that side. 
Here sat the Marquis of Hartington and John 
Bright on that evening. A large part of the 
members kept their hats on; the Ministers 
present all wore their hats in the room. The 
size of the hall of the House does not make it 
necessary that members should speak in a loud 
tone of voice, and hence the habit of speaking 
in a merely conversational tone is very general. 
The room is lit with gas, but no flame is visible. 
The light comes in from above, and might 
almost be supposed to be sunlight. 

One feature connected with the House of 
Commons is so utterly ridiculous that it deserves 
only to be laughed When I had deen in the 
room some fifteen minutes, my companion asked 
me whether I saw any ladies present. I said 
no; but be informed me that ay or forty 
ladles were nevertheless listening to th 
that was then going on. He then called my 
attention to a contrivance at the epposite end 
which he termed the e ” and in which there 
were quite a number adies. That end of 
the room, just above the reporters’ gallery, has 
a numder of windows, and these are filled with 
a kind of network of iron, and back of these is 
the ladies’ gallery. They are distinctly outside 
the hall itself, and can only look in through 
this iron grating. Exceptions may es 
pe made in the case of ladies of title, but, gen- 
erally speaking, no ladies are admitted while the 
House is in session, Of course, no good reason 
can be urged in favor of this arra ent. 
Possibly the British lion is afraid to roar, shake 
his mane, and show his teeth in the visible prea- 
ence of the ladies; or, perhaps again, ne may 
deem it impolite to do so. Now and then prop- 
ositions have been made to do away with the 
‘‘ gridiron,” as it is colloquially called, but the 
English people are not naturally disposed to 
disturb existing customs, and the “gridiron” 
still remains intact.

But then there should 
be no complaints made, because, if there are 
any good reasons for thus honoring a Rebel 
solaier who fought for the overthrow of the 
Republic, there must be some excuse for the 
man in the North who reflected the views, 
sympathized with the aims, and prayed for 
the success of the traitor in arms. So we 
say that the Copperhead Kwyicut grandly 
supplements the Confederate FID, and 
everything is lovely. 


The position of the Great Powers in re- 
gard to the Turkish question does not seem 
to be subject to material change. From this 
morning’s dispatches may be gleaned the 
fact that the circular of Prince GorrscHa- 
xorr, in reply to Lord Sauissury’s note, is 
received in St. Petersburg with strangely 
varied feelings. It is said that some 
consider it a complete political pro- 
gramme, and worthy of a great 
Power, while others regard it as a formal 
refutation of Lord Satissury’s accusations. 
In other words, while some think it a peace- 
ful document, others consider it as tend- 
ing to advance the prospects of war a 
step further. It is convenient in some 
respects that the circularof the Russian Chan- 
cellor is capable of a double interpretation, 
and doubtless Prince Gon rschAKorr himself 


intended that it should be worded so as to 


satisfy more than one party. Still it does 
not appear that we are any nearer war or 
any nearer peace than we were before the 
promulgation of this diplomatic note. 


— ——— 


There has, it would appear from the tenor 
of Washington news, been a change of heart 
experienced by certain members of the 
Senate Finance Committee on the question 
of the repeal of the Resumption act. The 
majority of that body oppose the scheme to 
report the House bill, Ferry having radi- 
cally changed his views to an opposition to 
it, while Voornexs and Jones are the 
only Senators of the Committee who 
still adhere to their original determination 
that it is a national necessity. The proposi- 
tion now appears to be to substitute certain 
measures looking to the retention of legal- 
tender circulation upon the issue of Na- 
tional Bank notes; that the reissue of green- 
backs be authorized, and all laws giving the 
right to retire them be repealed ; and that after 
July 1 legal-tender notes shall be received at 
par for customs duties, and for all dues not 
stipulated otherwise. This substitute for 
the original proposition to\repeal the act 
meets the views of the majority of tie 
Senate Committee, and would have the 
practical effect, no doubt, of compassing the 
end in view. 

THE CITY ASSESSMENTS AND REVENUE. 
The gentlemen of the Citizens’ Association 
are still at work urging upon the members 
of the City Government the scheme to have 
the valuation of property in this county in- 
creased from the $185,000,000 of last year to 
such a sum as will show a valuation of city 
property equal to $400,000,000. The avow- 
ed and only purpose sought by this measure 
is to enable the City of Chicago to borrow 


‘enough money by the sale of bonds to relieve 


the city finances, and have money enough to 
pay the current expenses as they accrue. 
The Constitution limits the indebtedness to 5 
per cent of the assessed valuation of the tax- 
able property in the municipality. The 
bonded debt of the city is now $13,500,000, 
which is nearly twice as much as is allowed 
under the new constitutional limit on the 
present valuation. The scheme is to so raise 
the valuation in this county that the city 
debt may be, if necessary, increased to $20, - 
000,000. If the valuation for the whole 
county be raised from $185,000,000 to $500, - 
000,000, this would give a valuation for the 
property in the city of about $418,000,000, 
which in turn would legalize a debt of about 
$21,000,000. In such case, the Common 
Council could order the issue and sale of 
$6,500,000 of bonds, and while the money 
lasted could have a magnificent time. 

There are several practical objections to 
this scheme. The annual assessments gov- 
erning this matter are those made for the 
purpose of State taxation. There are 102 
counties in the State, and the aggregate of 
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State vill be about 5, 200, O00, 000, of which | 
Cook County will have 42 per cent, and the 


rest of the State 58 per cent. This will add 
about $500,000 to our present of 
the State tax, and then we will be in a con- 
dition to begin the work of expenditure on 
a grand scale ! 

There is a provision in the State Constitu- 
tion limiting taxation for current expenses 
by the County Government to 75 cents on the 
#100 of the assessed value of taxable prop- 
erty. The limit of taxation for current ex- 
penses by our Board of County Commission- 
ers is $1,400,000 annually. Under the pro- 
posed assessment it would be 83. 750.000. and 
the County Board would have the richest 
bonanza that any body of public thieves has 
had in the West for many ayear. We need 
not discuss the probable result of authoriz- 
ing our County Board to levy an annual tax, 
for current expenses, of $3,750,000 a year, 
and giving the Common Council unlimited 
power of taxation, with six or seven millions 
of dollars of bonds in their bands to sell. 
Are the people of Chicago prepared to place 
such discretionary powers to spend money in 
the hands of either the City or County Gov- 
ernment ? 

The highest valuation of property within 
the city was $312,000,000, and that was some 
years ago, when there were immense tracts of 
outside land subdivided as lots, and each 
lot valued at as mich as the land is now 
worth per acre, ._ Al) this .deseription of real 
estate, and it may be said all unimproyed 
real estate, has receded in value since the 
days of that assessment, not only heavily, 
but, being unsalable at any price, has now 
no value equivalent to the taxation. Yet it 
is proposed to assess all this property on a 
specie basis, at values double the speculative 
prices asked in flush times, when paper dol- 
lars were worth but 70 cents each. 

The intelligent and patriotic gentlemen 
who have proposed this scheme have mis- 
taken the cause of the city’s financial trouble 
and the remedy. Our legislation has been 
vexatious, but there is much that can be 
done to obviate its difficulties. The change 
of the beginning of the fiscal year from 
April to January has added to the perplexi- 
ties. The present arrangement is as follows: 


The fiscal year and the expenses of the City | 


Government began Jan. 1, 1578; the appro- 
priations for 1878 were made in March, threes 
months after the year began; the assess- 
ment will be made in May; this will be re- 
vised by the Town Board on the fourth Mon- 
day in June, by the County Board in July, 
and by the State Board about September. 
The taxes are extended in October and 
November, and the books are delivered to 
Town Collectors in December. These offi- 
cers colleet only personal taxes. The books 
will be 1eturned to the County Collectof 
March 10, 1879; the Collector will advertise 
the real-estate tax-list in April, and three 
weeks later will apply for judgment; judg- 
ment will be obtained in July, and some 
time in August or September, 1879, the 
taxes for the year which began Jan. 1, 1878, 
will be collected. To this extraordinary 


complication—requiring expenditures to pre- 


cede appropriations and appropriations to 
precede tax-levy, and the year in which all 
the appropriations are to be expended to ex- 
pire in nine months before the collection of 
the taxes—are due mainly the financial em- 
barrassments of the city; at least this com- 
plication of absolute requirements to per- 
form physical impossibilities, and to carry 
on a Government with cash while the col- 
lection of the cash is prohibited by law, pre- 
vents any substantial recovery. 

This complication does not exist in the 
County Government, because the fiscal year 
begins in December, and the tax-levy is 
made on the assessment of the previous May, 
and the whole tax for the fiscal year is col- 
lected within that fiscal year. The trouble 
is confined to the cities. By a simple altera- 
tion of the law, permitting cities to make 
their appropriations in September or Octo- 
ber of each year for the succeeding fiscal 
year,—the tax to be extended on the assegs- 
ment of the then current year,—the city 
would begin the fiscal year with a portion of 
its revenue for that year collected and in 
hand, and by September of that year would 
have its whole revenue collected for the sup- 
port of the Government for that year. Why 
might not the Common Council elected in 
April, 1878, in September, 1878, make the 
appropriations for the calendar year begin- 
ning on Jan. 1, as well as the same Council 
can make the same appropriations for the 
same year in March, 1879,—or three months 
after the year has begun? The assess- 
ment made in May, 1878, can as 
properly serve as the basis for the 
tax to meet expenses beginning in January, 
1879, as the assessment made in May, 
1879, and not completed until September, 
1879. This is a mere matter of bookkeep- 
ing, involving no constitutional provision or 
restriction, and at most can be made per- 
fectly feasible by changing the beginning of 
the fiscal year of all cities from January to 
the preceding September, and directing that 
the taxes be levied on the immediately pre- 
ceding assessment. Without any disturb- 
ance of business, by the mere change of the 
tax-levy from the assessment made and com- 
pleted after the year has nearly expired to 
the assessment last preceding the appropria- 
tions,—a mere change of bookkeeping,— 
the city would gain nine months in the col- 
lection of its revenue, and that collection 
would be made during the year, and not, as 
now, nearly a year after the expenditures 
have been made.

DEBASING THE GREENBACKS. 
The Democratic State Convention at its 
session on Thursday adopted in the party 
platform two resolutions, which, taken to- 
gether, are singularly irreconcilable and con- 
tradictory. They read: 


6. That we are in favor of the immediate and 
unconditional repeal! of the Resumption act. 

7. That we apviand the action of Congress in the 
enactment of what is known as the Silver bill, and 
accept it as a partial measure of financial relief; 
but we demand such further legislation as may re- 
sult in authorizing silver builion certificates and 
legalizing the free comage of the silver dollar. the 
demonetization of which we denounce as an act 
meriting the condemnation of the peopie. 


The Democratic State Convention either 
ignorantly or maliciously demands the un- 
conditional repeal of the Resumption law,” 
and at the same time applauds the remoneti- 
zation of silver and urges the legalization 
of silver certificates of deposit. Do these 
men understand what they are talking about? 
At this time the munis are coining at the 
rate of one million dollars per week of 
gold coin; they are also producing one mill- 
ion dollars per week of silver coin. The 


country is, therefore, receiving an additionof | 


eight millions of dollars per mouth of metal- 
lic money, which, not being exported, be- 
comes part of the money circulation of the 
country. Under the effects of silver coin- 
age, gold has ceased to command a premium. 
Exchange, payable in New York in gold, sold 
in Chicago yesterday at par in currency. 
Gold is quoted nominally at gj per cent, 
which means that if you want to buy gold 
of a broker he will charge you that for it, 
but if you want to sell it he will give you no 
premium. Practically, gold/and silver and 
greenbacks are at par. As the mints from 
week to week and month to month add to the 
stock of coin, the greenbacks will, and silver 
must, circulate in common with gold. Why, 
then, interpose, and by repealing the 
Resumption law take away the legality of 
the interchange of greenbacks for gold or 
silver coin by the Treasury Department? 
Why intervene and thereby prohibit the 
redeemability of the greenbacks? Why re- 
peal the law and stamp greenbacks once 
more as irredeemable, and once more degrade 
them as compared with the coin which they 
now equal? The greenbacks, on a par with 
the coin, can cirtulate without discount; 
there will be no purpose or desire to reduce 
their number. Instead, of contracting the 
currency, the daily 2 gold and 
Silver and tke greenbacks united will be 


/ swelling the volume of national currency,— 


all at par, and all equally available. But if 
the Resumption law be repealed, and the 
authority be taken away to demand coin at 
the ‘Treasury for greenbacks, then the 
holder of the greenbacks thus stamped as 
irredeemable must sell his greenbacks to 
the broker for what he can get. 

Can it be that the Democratic Convention 
really intended that they did not want green- 
backs at par? Can it be that they want to 
depreciate the greenbacks, and revive the 
Gold-Room? Can it be that their 
opposition to contraction is all a sham, and 
that they really want to drive silver and 
gold from circulation, and reduce the cur- 
rency td paper? The scheme to substitute 
Treasury notes for bank paper will not be an 
inflation of the currency; it will be merely 
substituting one form of paper for another. 
Do they want to reduce the value of the 
paper, and how much? Will they be content 
to have the greenback at 90? and what guaran- 
tee can they give that it will not go to 80, or 
60? Once put silver and gold out of circu. 
lation by taking away the privilege of the 
holder of greenbacks to exchange them for 
coin, and the whole value of silver remon- 
etization will be destroyed, and the gold 
combination will be once more in absolute 
control of the finances of the country. 
With gold at par with greenbacks, and gold 
and silver coin flowing into circulation from 
the mints at the rate of eight million dollars 
a month, the man or party that proposes to 
go back to the old times, and again depreciate 
the greenbacks by making them legally ir- 
redeemable, must be governed by profound 
ignorance, or actuated by a demagogism that 
is positively disgraceful and criminal. 

“BOSS” M'CAFFREY'S SCHEME.

WETTER- 
zR’s name has been associated with the move- 
ment; but he was elected as a Republican by 
a constituency which expected honesty 
and good faith from bim, and he ought not 


to disappoint them. S7Tavuses has also been 


counted on to eke out the necessary nine- 
teen”; but there is reason to hope that he is 
better than the most of the Socialists who 
voted for him, and that he will decline to 
serve McCarrrey’s nefarious designs. 

As the matter looks at present, it does not 
seem as though McCarrrer will be able to 
gather enough members about him to render 
his Ring compact and dangerous. But it 
will not do for the honest, well-meaning 
members to countenance or encourage him in 
any respect. He is a man of large experience 
in political chicanery, and of many 


of the shrewd attributes of the late Boss 


Tween of New York. His record in the 
County Board proves that he is capable in 
the art of holding a Ring well in hand, and 
efficient in turning aside every resistance 
that may threaten the impairment of his 
power or the defeat of any of his jobs. At 


one time if may be remembered that 


the McCarrner County Ring permitted 
the election of a reputable- and energetic 
Chairman of the Board, who appointed 
excellent committees; nevertheless, the 
Ring always accomplished its purposes, ap- 
pointed special committees when it had jobs 
ona hand, and otherwise circumvented and 
defeated the honest, element in the Board. 
MoCarrrey may have this policy in view. 
Fortunately, the bids on the city portion of 
the Court-House are to be opened to-morrow, 
and it is to be hoped that the contracts may 
be let under the supervision and advice of 


the present Council, in which the taxpayers 


are unquestionably represented by a major- 
ity. This action would deprive any future 
Ring of the most promising opportunity for 
fraud and jobbery. 

There is another matter to be considered 
in MoCarrreys case. There is reason to 
believe that his apparent majority of a couple 
of hundred was secured by fraud, and his 
seat in the Council will be contested by Jou» 
F. Wausn, the regular Democratic candidate, 
who claims to have received the majority of 
the honest votes. The validity of this 
election should be inquired into promptly 
and vigorously, and Jon MocCarrrey 
should never be allowed to take a seat in the 
Council Chamber unless he can establish his 
claim to it beyond any question. An in- 
dicted though acquitted graduate from the 
County Ring, he is not the kind of man un- 
der any circumstances who should hold a 
place in the City Legislature, but least of all 
if there is a reasonable supposition that he 
secured his election by fraud. The ward 
which has returned his name has been noted 
in the past for fraudulent voting and ballot- 
box stuffing, and there is not a man in Chi- 
cago for whose benefit the bummer element 
would rather resort to frauds at the polls. It 
is better to keep MoCarrrey out of the 
Council altogether if it can be done law- 
fully ; but, if he shall succeed in getting his 
seat, then all members of self-respect and 
honest purposes will be careful not to be 
identified with him in any manner. 
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POLICY OF THE NEW POPE. 

Lzo XIII. has made several declarations 
of principles to deputations recently ap- 
pointed to visit ‘him, and in all of them has 
adopted a consistent, liberal tone. His lib- 


‘eralism differs from that which Pivs IX. 


manifested in the first years of his reign. 
Pros was at first liberal in his politics; Lzo 
is liberal in his religion and his interpreta- 
tion of the standards of the Church. His 
most noticeable departure from the policy of 
his predecessor is in the treatment of the so- 
called miracles and shrines in France, and 
the practice of making pilgrimages. He dis- 
courages these, not by direct reproof, but by 
a studious failure to say anything in their 
behalf. They are all equally neglected by 
his Holiness. He is slowly freezing them 
out, not only by denying them new cre 
dentials, but also by turning the 
attention of the clergy to other and less 
disputed means of grace. Knowledge of 
Gop he especially recommends as a source 
of true religion, and the inculcation of such 


knowledge, he declares, can best be pro- 


moted by patient teaching in the old way. 
He would have unbelief combated with its 
own weapons, and to this end he advises the 
separation of the true science from the false ; 
of the facts which are clearly established 
from the conclusions which have hastily and 
erroneously been drawn from them. He 
has no fear of genuine science, but con- 
siders it a powerful ally of true religion; as 
such he advises its respectful treatment and 
such honest study of it as may be necessary 
to defeat infidels with arms taken from their 
own hands. 

Another remarkable indication of the new 
Pope’s liberalism is his action with reference 
to the temporal power. He has seemingly 
accepted the situation as it stands. He has 
uttered no complaint on account of it, has 
promised no adherence to it, and has not 
committed one act to show that he meditates 
any continuance in the voluntary seclusion 
adopted by the late Pope, which, it may well 
be imagined, is little congenial to the habits 
of the comparatively young and vigorous 
incumbent. If he had had his way, it is un- 
derstood, the coronation would have been 
more splendid and imposing than it was; 


Church as a whole did when it was | 


constitutionally exercise on behalf of the 
Church. Pope Pros refused to make such 
an appeal, for he held the Italian Govern- 
ment and its Constitution to be in contempt 
of the Church; he could not, therefore, 
use them to advance his interests. Pope 
Lzo is not swayed by scruples of this descrip- 
tion. He has as Pope no previous acts to 
maintain, and consequently no consistency 
to,preserve. He will make the appeal, and 
the popular response in his favor will be 
hearty and general. Short of the temporal 
power, there is hardly any favor he can ask 
of the Italian people which they will not 
cheerfully grant. Strengthened by these 
means at home, he will speedily acquire for 
the Church greater influence abroad, making 
it respected, especially among people in- 
clined to skepticism, like the inhabitants of 
Germany and the United States. He may 
live to be known as the liberator of the 
Church, and the founder of a new and better 
order of things. It is only to be hoped that 
his zeal may be of longer duration than that 
of his predecessor. 

HOUSE-DRAINAGE AND SEWERAGE. 

An article on House-Drainage and Sew- 
erage,” read before the Philadelphia Social 
Science Association last February, and re- 
printed in the Penn Monthly for March, 
ought to have a wide circulation. It deals 
with a sanitary question which, though it is 
daily receiving more attention, is still too 
much neglected. The prevalence of malarial 
diseases which are or might be traced to 
sewer-gas is perhaps not greater now than 
years ago, but it is better understood. At- 
tention has been so lately turned to the subject 
that few houses—perhaps not one in a hun- 
dred—are provided with the necessary es- 
capes and valves. Every room which has 
pipes opening into it and making connec- 
tions with sewers is liable to be charged with 


this subtle poison. No amount of washing 


can wholly prevent it. Mr. Wanmo shows 
that a water-seal trap performs the work 
very imperfectly, for water absorbs and 
transmits gases readily. The true remedy 
is to carry a pipe from the highest point of 
the soil-pipe out through the roof of the 
house. This shaft should be ventilated by 
the introduction of an opening at the bot- 
tom to supply a continuous current of fresh 
air, With this safeguard, and copious flush- 
ings of outlet-pipes connecting with the 
wash-stands, bath-tubs, ete., it will be easy 
to protect the house, always supposing that 
the usual traps are kept, to make assurance 
doubly sure. A system of perfect ventila- 
tion of this description has the great ad- 
vantage of saving the stationary wash-stands, 
which, whatever CLarnence Cook and other 
artistic persons may say against them, are a 
convenience, and capable of being made 
highly ornamental. 

With reference to sewerage Mr. WaANa is 
equally explicit. He advocates great care in 
securing air-tight and gas-tight sewers, built 
of glazed bricks, openings at short distances 
in the street, abundant flushing, and a con- 
stant inclination. The most important of 
these recommendations is that with regard 
to openings. No doubt if the man-holes 
throughout the city had open iron gratings 
most of the evils complained of would dis- 
appear at once. The perfect ventilation of 
the sewers in this manner moreover would 
cause no inconvenience or danger, for the 
distribution of the gas would be so regular 
that it could easily be taken up by the 
atmosphere. We should like to see Mr. 
Wanmo's plan tried in this city. 
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A LESSON FOR LABORERS. 

The great masons’ strike in England has 
at last ended in the discomfiture of the work- 
ingmen, as might have been expected, under 
the circumstances. About 2,000 men went 
out on the strike, demanding shorter time 
and higher wages. They held out eight 
months, spent $150,000 of the public funds 
held by their unions, and all their private 
funds, lost eight months’ wages, and finally 
had to go back to work at still lower wages 
than were paid when they went into the 
strike. They struck at a time when wages 
were falling all over England, and when the 
market was sinking day by day, refusing to 
believe that the laws which govern the value 
of all other commodities also regulate the 
value of labor; that, if the employers had 
granted their demands, the price of building 
would have risen so high as to amount to an 
embargo; and that, as the price of construc- 
tion advanced, rents would have risen pro- 
portionately. They held out until the strike 
funds and their individual funds were ex- 
hausted, and then, bankrupted and in danger 


of starving, or having to depend upon chari- 


ty, they were compelled to go to work again 
after having lost eight months’ wages and 


many months’ accumulations in the savings 
banks.

A Chicago Bank Redeems Its Notes in 
Gold---The Four Per Cents 


in Chicago. 


The Produce Markets Active, and Most 
of Them Lewer---Previs- 
ions Weak.

the Decline. 


FINANOIAL. 

The bankers are complaining of the present state 
of affairs. The demand for bank accommodations 
does not keep pace with the improvement in gen- 
eral trade. The spring business brings forth some 
new mercantile and miscellaneous paper, but the 
amounts borrowed are noticeably smaller than used 
to be the Merchants, manufacturers, and 
business mea — are evidently trading less 
than heretofore on borrowed capital, and are sell- 
ing more generally for cash. The new loans are 
not, on the whole, equal to the accruing payments. 
which are made with promptnesa, Rates are 7@10 
per cent. New York Exchange was sold between 
banks at par and 25 cents per $1, 000 premium.

THE 4 PER CENTS IN CHICAGO. 

One of the Chicago banks yesterday subscribed 
for $50, 000 of the 4 per cent bonds. The mode of 
procedure was to deposit, through a New York 
bank, the goldin the Sab-Treasury at New York 
to the credit of the Assistant-Treasurer of the 
United States at Chicago, who, upon being notified 
by the Assistant-Treasurer at New York of the de- 
posit, issued receiptto the bank and ordered the 
bonds from Washington. Of course they will not 
be delivered until the formal receipt for the de- 
posit has been delivered at this Sub-Treasury. In 
this way subscribers in Chicago can get their 
bonds at gold rates in New York, and 
not only save expressage but the commission on 
the subscription. It is a good arrangement for the 
Government also, as the New York Sub-Treasury 
is ite central reservoir of coin.“ The subscrip- 
tions to 4 per cents at the Chicago Sub-Treasury 
have largely increased, apart from this bank sub- 
scription, since Secretary Sherman perfected ‘his 
arrangements for resumption. The banks here 
propose to take large amounts of the 4 per cents in 
the way described, if they can get the gold. # 

RESUMPTION. 

The Northwestern National Bank of this city 
announce that hereafter they will redeem their 
notes at their own counter in gold. The bank tel- 
egraphed to the Comptroller of the Currency to 
know whettter by making their redemption fund 
goid they could have their circulation re- 
deemed at the Redemption Bureau in gold. 
They were informed by the Comptroller 
that the proposed arrangement was imprac- 
ticable at the present time, dut that 
they couid redeem at their own bank. This they 
have decided todo. This redemption in gold is a 
good advertisement, and not at all risky. The 

“circulation of the bank is only $112,900, and if 
there were any possibility that this could all be 
presented the premium on the gold would be only 
$282.25. But as a matter of fact only a mall pro- 
portion of the notes of any National Bank can be 
presented at its own counter forredemption. If 
any one will examine the National Bank notes in 
his pocket he will see how widely National Bank 
notes are scattered. Moreover, a great many Na- 
tional Banks keep the most and sometimes the 
whole of their circulation in their own vaults. 

‘BANK PROTECTION. 

The recent disastrous Chace defalcation at Fall 
River leads the Boston Advertiser to recall public 
attention to a plan proposed by the London Times. 
after the Overend & Gurnev failure in 1866, 
for the prevention of syph reckless imposition on 
the confidence of bankeré and lenders. The pian, 
in brief, is for the banks and discount-houses to 
unite in keeping at a central office, available to all 
who might join, a record or registry of ali the pa- 
per held by each, or of the existence of which they 
were aware. The list was to be kept in confidence, 
and the names of the holders of the paper were not 
to be made public. The objections to this plan 
appear to lie against its practice and not against its 
theory. Inquiry among the bankers of Chicago 
shows that private consultation between banks 
does in an occasional and informal way something 
like what is proposed by the London Nes. But 
this personal and almost accidental comparison of 
notes cannot be relied upon for the complete pro- 
tection of the banks against borrowers who want 
to fly kites with other persons’ money.

The Public, in commenting on the recent ad- 
vance in stocks, says that, anlike that of last fail, 
it has been based upon an actual improvement in 
profits. It continues: 

The railroads are carrying more grain, more 
cattle, more Cut meats, and more merchandise of 
every sort, excepting imported goods, and they 
are getting much better rates than they were able 
to get last year. Someof the which then 
paid nothing to the stockholders, and barely es- 
caped the clutch of a. receiver, are now paying 
dividends. The dull market has this eubstan- 
tial basis, and it may be added that the coal roads 
are also beginning to make something, though 
their position is much more precrrionus. Never- 
theless, investors, properly so called, refrain from 
buying, and they are right. Stocks may be a good 
speculation. at ruling prices, but they are not a 
good investment.

usual in the spring, and that fact will render the 
pork business all the more unremunerative. It is 
reported thata few lots have soured so much that 
it nas been deemed advisable to turn it into grease. 

A Chicago gentleman, writing from St. Louis 
last Friday, states that samples of wheat Iwo feet 
high, cut twenty miles from that city, were exhib- 
ited there. The crop is fully five weeks in advance 
of former years, and the last of this month the 
greater partof the Texas wheat crop will be har- 
vested. The millers of Southern Illinois say they 
will have new flour by the lst of June. 

The leading produce markets were rather heavy 
Saturday at the outset, but steadier afterwards at 
the decline. Corn was weak, while wheat, oata, 
and provisions did not fali off so severely as on 
come previous days, and barley was stronger. The 
British markets were firm, but consols were higher, 
and the European news was generally understood 
to be strongly indicative of a peaceful solution of 
present dificulties. This brought out free sellers 
for future delivery, and spot produce declined in 
sympathy, but was in fair demand at the reduced 
quotations, corn especially being taken freely by 
shippers. : 

Dry-goods jobbers had no fault to find with the 
position of the market. There was no abatement 
in the activity that characterized the demand on 
the earlier days of the week. and prices were as 
firmly sustained. Groceries were ordered freely 
by the city and interior trade, and again ruled 
steady and firm. Jobbers are having a better trade 
than in any previous April since 1873, and, as the 
general tendency of prices is to a higher rather 
than a lower range, there is a cheerful feeling on 
all sides. Prices of dried fruit ranged the same as 
on Friday, and were fairly firm. Fish met with a 
very liberal inquiry, and were held at fully pre- 
vious figures. The tendency in lake fish is thonght 
to be upward, stocks being unusually light for the 
time of year. No market changes in values of 
butter and cheese were noted, Both were dull 
and unsettled, with a further decline imminent.

The 
offerings of poultry were meagre, and fine stock 
sold readily at the prices ruling during the week. 
Eggs were easier, owing to increased receipts, with 
prospect of full supplies again this week. 

Lake freights were in fair demand and steady at 
3c asked ana paid forcorn by sail to Buffalo, and 
3%c for wheat to do. Room was taken for 127,000 
bu wheat, 176,000 bu corn, 28,000 bu oats, and

THE TURF, 
FACTS ABOUT INBREEDING. 

Last summer, while the Eastern Circuit of races 
was in progress, Tae Trisuns contained an article 
ou inored trotters, in which a few mild suggestions 
were niade to the effect that the advocates of in- 
breeding, who were remarkably biatant and vigor- 
ous in praise of their pet theory, might possibly be 
mistaken in some of their assertions, as the mat- 
ter had not been tested a sufficient length of time 
to afford data from which accurate deductions 
could be made. The article also claimed that one 
of the most conspicuous examples of inbreeding on 
the turf—King Phillip—was practicaliy a failure. 
It was not denied that he possessed any amount of 
speed, but that he could live outa hotiy-ocontested 
race in which he was forced to his speed 
in four or more beats, serious doubts 
were expressed. On the same week that 
thie article appeared, King Phillip won 
the 2:27 race at Rochester in 2:25K . 2:22K . 2:23. 
This fact was seized upon by the advocates of the 
inbreeding theory as an excellent illustration of 
the truth of their views, and a strong argument in 
favor of them. As Tus Taisune did not at that 

time care about entering into any controversy re- 
garding the merits of King Phillip as a trotter, the 
matter was dropped. Lately, however, an effort 
has been made to give the horse an unwarranted 
degree of prominence in an auction sale of well- 
bred trotting-horses which took place in 
New York City a few days ago. Although 
the catalogue contained a number of cther 
animals that bad attained notoriety either 
on the turf or in the stud, they were al- 
most entirely ignored in the preliminary advertise- 
ments of the sale, and King Pbillip, record 
2:21," was put forth as the bie card that was to 
draw the crowd. The resuit showed that, however 
much the stallion may have been admured by Mr. 
Kellogg. wno conducted the sale, the turf men and 
breeders who attended it, and who invested soiid 
cash on their judgment of the animals offered, were 
not greatly impressed with his merits. He 
brought but 52. 00, while Kentucky Prince, 
a stallion of the same as King Phillip, and that 
has never .attained turf notoriety, was pure 
for $10,700 by Mr. Charles Backman, one of the 
best known and longest-headed breeders in the 
country. The fact that King Phillip weit at such 
a low price meant something, ae the horse is young 
and perfectly sound. It meant that the turfmen 
of New York, whoare always ready to pay large 
rices for animals who are good ones in their clase, 
iid not regard King Phillip as among that number, 
and it also meant t breederslike Mr. Backman, 
whe would willingly pay $10,700 fora stallion 
with no record, did not think that he would be a 
success in the stud, or they would not have let him 
gone fora mere nothing. These facts go far to 
support the assertion made by this paper, that ex- 
perience has not shown that inbreeding ts a suc- 
cess. 
A gentleman recently wrote to Tun TRIBUNE in- 
quiring why it was that the desertion had been 
made in these colurips that King Phillip could not 
live out a race, and cited the race at Rochester last 
summer, won by him im 2:26, 2:22\4, 2:23. in 
roof of the assertion that he was able te trot out 
is heats in good. style. If the cor- 
respondent had investigated the mat- 
ter more thoroughly he would have 
better understood this as pole argument, and per- 
haps agreed with it. That argument was, in effect, 
that King Phillip had shown hinmelt to be an unre- 
liable trotter, while he had never demonstrated his 
ability to win a hard-fought race, one in which all 
the heats were trotted at a rate which would put 
him to nearly his best speed. The race at Roches- 
ter was pot such an one, since but three heats were 
trotted, and the fastest of them was one and one- 
quarter seconds slower than his record of 2:21, 
which he acquired at Cleveland a fortaight before. 
If the first heat at Rochester had been-trotted in 
2:21, as it was in Clevelond, and the others put in 
in about 2:21% and 2:22, it would have shown that 
King Phillip was able to put in three heats at near- 
ly his top sveed, which every first-class trotter 
should be able todo. The mere fact that a horse 
has speed enough to trot one heat very fast does 
not in the least prove that he is a moneyed trotter 
and the fact that King Phillip had a record of 2:21 
would not induce any sensible turfman or breeder 
to purchase him, unless it had been shown that he 
could put in three heats at about the same rate, In 
order to show the gentleman who wrote to Tus 
TripUNE the exact ability of King Phillip as dem- 
onstrated by the Cleveland race, a summary of that 
event is here given: 
Burr, July 25 and 26, 1877.—Purse, $2,500; 2:27 
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being intensified, the bad feet of e Star mare 
were aleo being transmitted in an aggravated form, 
and continued to be more injurious as the com- 
mingling of common blood was persisted in. 
Therefore the proposition that the causeof King 
Phillip sometimes trotting well and sometimes 
badly was too much inbreeding, stands 
uncontradicted. With this presentation of facts 
Tux Trisune leaves for the present the matter of 
inbreeding to be discussed by those most inter- 
ested in it—the breeders. There are arguments on 
both sides, and for the sake of the interests 
involved it is to be hoped that they will all be pres- 
ented, .

The ambition 
get there first’ is inherited by all, and not con- 
sidered ont of place when having a brush down the 
home-stretch or on the boulevards. We ail 
ride for the of our health, and, if 
it is healthy to rideafter a three-minute horse, 
it certainly must be that much healthier to ride 
after a 2m. 30s. horse. We are ail aware 
that Dexter Park is dead ; that it was a very unde- 
sirable place of amusement, and a bad location, 
poor accommodations in getting there and back; 
either kndée-deep in mad, or knee-deep in dust. 
Ali this has been thoroughly ventilated since its 
buriai. It is not necessaty to go into fartner de- 
te ls, for we ali feel our destitute situation in turf 
amusements. In order to successfully organize a 
Driving-Park Association, it will be necessary for 
genticmen of wealth and influence to step to the 
front and push forward. Next it will be nec essary 
to make asuitable selection of ground. This ts 
the most essential point, and leads to success or 
ruin, —as much so as the selection of a good location 
does in the mercantile or any other business; and 
then nt must be headed dy gentiemen 
that the public will have confidence in. 
Strange as it may seem to some 
people, an institution of this kind 3 

is 
creates pleasure. Then pleasure-seekers patron- 
ize an institution of this kind very liberally; ~~ 

Hyde Park bas all the advantages in tuis respect, 
which no other suburban district can boast of. 
The land here is suitable. and can be purchased 
very cheap. Gas and water works are accessible ; 
roads, drives, and boulevards lard in all direc- 
tions, and are not surpassed in elegance in Ameri- 
ca. All of which is to the convenience of horse- 
men (trainers and drivers), which would be sure to 
make this a resort or headquarters for the latter, 
as well as the Track Association, which is bene- 
fited by the number of horses that are worked and 
trained on its track. 

The citizens of Hyde Park would assist and en- 
courage the enterprise with hand and heart, and 
some become stockholders, while others would 
make contributions. But the enterprise must be 
pushed and commenced by gentlemen in Chicago 
who best understand how to come to the front 
withit. Hyde Park is accessible from the city by 
beautiful drives adorned and beautified by scenery 
that can only be seen on our boulevards. 

The street-cars would pass the grand entrance; 
the * Park passenger trains ran at all hours of 
the day. 

Why. it is the greatest wonder thai the race- 
course was not located here yearsago. Let us hear 
from the public. It is not necessary to locate the 
race-course at Hyde Park. But locate it in a bet- 
ter and more convenient place, if youcan.

THAT DOUBLE-TEAM RACE. 

The idea advanced by Tux I'nisuns two weeks 
ago, that the Stewards of.the Grand Central Circuit 
would do well to offer a liberal purse for an open- 
to-all race for double teams, is regarded wich 
favor by horsemen, who ~ that the race 
would be sure to 1 well and 
prove one of the most attractive events 
of the chain of meetings, A great many horses 
have reduced their record close to 2:20 within the 
past two years, that are really of no account in the 
class where they are fore to go, and yet these 
game animals might yet de formidable con- 
testants in a double team race. It does not neces- 
sarily follow that, because a horse can trot fast in 
singie harness, he will be a speedy pole horse. 
Indeed, some of the most celebrated trotters tn 
the country would probably be of no acconnt when 
hooked-up double, and would not be feared by 
owners of fast teams. In selecting a pair of horses 
to drive well together, the disposition and L of 
the animals chosen must be ascertain and 
considered, as weli as their ability to go 
a mile within a certain time. Tuere 
must be unity of action in a team, or success Will 
never follow them. A weil-known driver of this 
city, who ie in a position to know whereof he 
speaks, thinks that one of the teams suggested in 
a recent issue of this paper—Bodine and Great 
Eastern—would not be a success, as he does not 
think the Chicago horse would drive well to the 
pole, owing to his peculiar disposition and way of 
going. Tais may be true, for, as has been said, 
no two horses of different gaite and dispositions 
can de made a successful team. But all such difi- 
culties as these would be speedily overcome were 
the Circuit Managers to offer a double-team puree. 
Owners of fast horses would then be lookin 
around for mates to their flyers, anc 
there would soon be plenty of fast pairs in train- 
ing for the contest, ‘Manya horse whose record 
compels him to 17 tn # clase where he has little 
show to win would be found a valuable une at the 
pole, and all these would at once be picked up and 
utilized. 

The Philadelphia /tem, taking its cue from Tax 
TriBune, is advocating a double - team race, to be 

rticipated in by amateur drivers, such as Robert 

onuer, William H. Vanderbilt, Frank Work, 
etc. Such an event would, of course, be interest- 
ing, but all talk about u is idle. The men who 
own Mamie B. and Breeze, Small Hopes and Lady 
Mac, Thunder and Lightning, etc., could never 
be induced to appear in public on à race- 
track with their teams, even if the gate-money 
was to go to some worthy charity. The only way 
to secure doubie-team racing is that pointed out in 
these columns: Let the Centra) Circuit offer a 
purse for such a contest, and it will soon become 
popular all over the land.

HUMAN IMPROVEMENT. 


Lecture by The Rev. Dr. Thomas. 

The Rev. Dr. Thomas leetured before the Philo- 
sophical Society last evening on The Improve- 
ment of Man, the attendance of members being 
unusually large. 

He said we were entering more and more into 
practical times, and consequently more and more 
into thoughtful times. As the spirit of thought- 
fulness increased in the world, we found that man- 
kind were no longer content with knowing simply 
how things were; they wanted to know why they 
were so. This was one of the most hopeful 
features of the times. Another was that, as the 
thinking was passing from the few to the many, it 
was naturally turning upon more practical sub- 
jects,—how to make this life better,—how to 
make society better. There was no way to make 
the future world better than by trying to make the 
present world better. 

The subject divided itself into three xinds of 
work: Radicalism, conservatism. and determin- 
ism. The first he used in its root sense, —rooting 
up. There were some things radicalism could not 
do, others that it ought not to do, and still others 
that it oughttodo. It could not change the great 
laws of Nature,—could not make ourselves more 
than men or women, It ought not to attempt an 
universal unsettling of society, or the grea 
established order of things into which the 
world had cast itself,—things found in human na- 
ture and decided by human experience. When 
radicalien discovered certain evils, it should ask 
whether it was prepared to uproot them, and could 
do it without greater harm than good. It should 
look to the upronting of those things that were evil 
in themselves. that had in them no good element, 
—that were simply burdens upon the social order. 
No geet could come from intemperance,—the ex- 
cessive use of intoxicating liquors, or anything 
else; idleness, untruth, injustice, and cruelty. 

Under the second kind of work, conservatism, 
the analysis was the same. There were some 
things it could not do if it would, and ought not 
to do if it could. One was to stand in the way of 
the growth of the world. It ought not to attempt 
to hold on to things after they had had their da 
and done their work. It must not hold on wit 
too much tenacity, nor let go with too much 
readiness. 

IT HAD THE DOUBLE WORK 
of restraining an undue radicaliem, and yet con- 
serving what was good in the past, and then stead- 
ily advancing with the living present. 

As to determinism, it could not determine things 
that were out of harmony with the great ordina- 
tions of Nature. It ought not te attempt to do the 
inopportune. There were times for certain things, 
and until the times came they could not be done, 
The best thing for it to do was to sow the seed, 
break up the ground, and prepare the way. It 
ought not to wait until ite day was past. It ouch 
whenever an opportunity arrives,—a crisis,—an 
brings with it the possibility of a great 
movement, to take advantage of it. Determin- 
ism should work for the future by 
trying to move to that higher ideal that hovered 
over all of us in what was possible for our world. 
He could not tell what was to be done, but it was 
idle to say that nothing more was to be done. 
There was a vast feld for itin Government and in 
religion. It was journeying im the direction of 
ideal industries, ideal government, ideal medical 
schools, law ¢chools, schools for the edudéation of 
an ideal religion, and an ideal home; and as it 
journeyed in that direction it was moving toward 
the world’s best hove of ideal men and women and 
an ideal world.

THE BANK TAX. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 13.—The Merchants’ 
Exchange to-day adopted resolutions that it is 
the sense of the Merchants’ Exchange that the 
10-per-cent National Banking law should be re- 
pealed, characterizing it as unconstitutional 
and oppressive; that the Board of Trade of the 
cities South and West be advised of the action 
of this body, and requested to give an expres- 
sion of their views on the subject.

A BURNING COAL-MINE. 

Mr. M. Dnnge, the Archer-avenue coal- man, 
recently returned to the city from atripto Penn- 
Sylvania, where, during bis stay, he saw tne 
burning coal- mine about one mile from Pittsburyz, 
of which mention has been made in these columns. 
His impressions of what he saw, as detailed to a 
reporter who casually ran across him yester lay. 
were exceedingly vivid. The mine in question is 
owned by Philadelphia capitalists, but is operated 
uy tue Builer Colliery Company. Aovut two 
months ago it took fire, and has been burning ever 
anee, How the fire originated was at first some- 
thing of a iaystery, but the conclusion at last be- 
cawe pretty general that it grew out of the care- 
lessneer Of the pestiferous tramp who cumbers 
more or less of the ground in the Keystone State. 
A horde of these cold and hungty creatures crept 
into one of the entranc’s to a mine waich had 
been about worked out. Being cold, as has been 
remarked, itoccurred to them that a very reason- 
able thing under the circumstances woulu be to 
kindle a firé—a regular oid rowser, as it were. 

While they Warmed themselves, tarried, and slept, 
the fire began to spread. When they concluded it 
best to get up and seek more picasant quarters, 

the incipient blaze bad made alarming 
progress. All ordinary efforts to put it out, 

continued for several days, were unsuccessful. 

After some delay, a civil engineer by the name of 
Conrad agreed to put it out for $35, 000, ana, after 
a good deai of higgling, the fire aii the while max- 
ing headway, his offer was accepted. [he fire had 
been fanned by the draft created at the entrance. 
and driven into the centre of the mine. As tne 
coal veins near the immediate surface had been 
pretty well exhausted, al! it could seize upon was 
coal- pillars, left standing to support the roof of 
the mine: As they burned, the roof tumbled in, 
and the observer from the outeide gazed aown 
upon the bot. glowing, semi-liqnid mas¢ beneath, 
while his nostrile were greeted/ with the 
unsavory odor of burning salohur. As 
Mr. Dunne expressed at, it looked 
like a little bell on earth, rather, as he sup- 
posed, a place of that kind, atcording to all tradi- 
tion, ougut to look. Mr. Conrad plan was to dig 
a sort of a trench, in the shape 4. a V, into the 
hiliside, fill it up with a solid stohe wall, and thus 
prevent the fire’s spreading from the nearly 
worked-out portion to the part further in where 
little or no digging had taken place, and where 
the rich veins promised anabundant yield. It was 
a work of some magnitude to excavate tue 
mass of earth and loose stones and put 
in the solid wail, but when Mr. Dunne 
left Pittston it had progres#ed rapialy, and 
the engineer was in hopes of completing it within a 
few weeks. When completed, according to his 
theory, it will form an impassabje barrier between 
the miaed and the unmined portions, and the fire, 
having nothing further to feed upon, will die out.

FOREIGN MISSIONS. 
THE SECOND AND CONCLUDING SESSION 
of the Northwestern Branch of the Woman's For- 
eign Missionary Society of the M. E. Charch was 
held yesterday in Grace Church, LaSalle and White 
streets, Mrs. Hitt, of Evanston, in the chair. 

The reportof the West Wisconsin Conference 
was presented oy Mrs. Irish and read by Mrs. Hitt. 
It appeared that, notwithstsnding the depression 
of the lumber trade and the failure 
in crops, $439 had been received, and 
that much interest was felt in the work. 
Mrs. Marshall, of Janesville, said that there was 
an increase of interest inthe work of the Society 
in that and neighboring towns, and that ladies of 
other denominations were co-operating. Mrs. 
Thompson and Mrs. E. H. Miller spoke in terms 
of approval of the progress made in Wisconsin. 

Mrs. York presented the report of the Detroit 
Conference. There were five distinct associations 
in this Conference; eight societies had been organ- 
ized, seven reorganized, and there are now eighty 

societies in working oraer, with a membership of 

214. 
Mary F. Lathrop, Secretary of Michigan 
Conference, reported that, although the ladies had 
taken a great interest in the temperance movement 
during ine past year, they had not neglected the 
field of foreign missions. There were seven well- 
organized societies, and the remaining two dis- 
tricts were missionary ground. Tue statistics 
showed as follows: Albion, 16 auxiliaries, 347 
members, $387.49 collectea; Coldwater, 17 auxil- 
laries, JOS members, $485.07 collected; Kalama- 
zoo, 17 auxiliaries, 418 members, $4353.84 col- 
lected; Niles, 10 auxiliaries, 214 members, 870. 78 
collected; Lansing. 15 auxilianes, 302 members. 
$1.20 collected; Grand Rapids, 10 auxiliaries, 266 
members, $1902.91 collected: Lovia,. 21 auxiliaries, 
407 memoers, $359.21 collected. 

The geport of the Ih nos Conference was next 
read by Mrs. Fry, who complained that the statis- 
tics were incomplete by reason of the negiect of 
many of the local Secretaries. There were three 
district organizations in the Confereuce, sixty-five 
auxiliary associations, and forty-three life wem- 

bers. From the local organizations twenty-eigiat 
favorable reports had been received, three had 
been reorganizei, and five new auxiliaries esiab- 
hehed. Te sum of $562.10 had been received as 
membership fees, and $105.13 had been sent to 
Conferehce from points where there were no mis- 
810 stations. 

Mrs. Slade reported on behalf of the Southern 
Illinois Conference, and Mrs. St. John svoke for 
the Central Lijinois Conference, Which has a mem- 
bership of 1.060 in four districta. Both reports 
spoke favorably of the outlook for the future. 
Mrs. Andrews, of Kvanston, presented the report 
of the Rock River Conference. Ihis has ninety- 
five auxiliaries, cighty of which are in gvod work- 
ing order. During the past year twenty-three new 
associations were added to this Conference. All 
the foregoing reports were receivea and referred to 
the Committee on Reports. 

Mrs. Hoag, from the Committee on District 
Associdtions, reported a series of resolutions ap- 
proving of those institutions, and recommending 
certain improvements in their management. The 
resolutions were adopted. 

An invitation from Milwaukee for the Society to 
hold its next annual meeting in that place was 
read, and consideration of the proposal was made 
the firstorder for the afternoon session, as the 
ladies begun to feel hungry. Then they went to 
lunch in the basement. 

AT THE AFTERNOON SESSION 
Mrs. Kate S. Friedley presented the report of the 
Southeast Indiana Conference. In this, as in other 
Ceoferences, special efforts had been made to in- 
crease the circulation of the /ealhen Woman's 
Friend, the organ of the Society. No statistics 
were furnished from this Conference. 

‘The Society voted unanimously to accept the in- 
vitation of the Summerfield Church, of Milwaukee, 
to avid the next annual weeting there, 

Mrs. A. J. Brown read the seport of the Medical. 
Educational Committee. The progress of one or 
two young ladies in medical studies was noted. 
Receipts of this branch during the year were 
$763; expenses, $475. Mrs. Laihrop, of Michi- 
gan, while oelieving that some good had been 
effected by educating young women forthe medical 
profession, provested ayainst the multiplication of 
special claims. ‘There were dozens of deserving 
giris, possessed of both genias and piety, 
and higaly recommended by their pastors, who 
came before the sSeciety with tne plea 
fora little help. cat it was impossible to assist 
them all. After some discussion so much of the 
report as referred to tae continued support of Miss 
Bertha Miller, at Bvanston, was stricxen out. A 
collection was then tagen up for the oeneit of that 
young lady, ana $28. 56 was gathered in. 

Tue Committee on By-Laws reported in favor of 
sundry miuor amendmenis to the existing rules. 
The oniy che of any importance provided that 
further made at the 
annual, meetings, as 
heretofore, Annual meetings will hereafter 
vegin on tae second Wednesday in April. 
A long ‘discussion was had over an attempt to 
change the make-up of the Executive Comm ttee, 
which failed. An amendment was adopted making 
the body a delegated one, the idea be.ng to guard 
against the preponderance of members being 
thrown into any one district in which meetings 
may ve neld. The by-laws as amended were 
adopted jn oulk. 

‘he election of officers came next. The result of 
the election was as follows:

A PUBLIC MEETING 

in connection with the work of the Society was 
held during tne evening in the First Church, cor- 
ner of Clark and Washington streets. There 
was a fair attendance, nearly all those pres- 
ent being ladies. Miss Jessie Brown gave an 
account ef the work of female medical’ mission- 
aries in India, China, and Japan, and made an ap- 
peal for assistance for the cause. The speaker 
said that women doctors could gain admission into 
‘tae harems and penanas of the further Kast, from 
which male puysicians were entirely shut out. 
Alter prescribing for the bodily ailments of the 
unhappy women and children of these benighted 
heathen lands, the physician always took tne op- 
portunity to speak of the blessings of salvation 
through Jesus Caorist, and thus a double good work 
was carried on. Miss Brown appeaiea for funds to 
aid in the education of women ior this great work. 
and a collection was taken up for that purpose. 

Mrs. Hoag followed witu a paper on China. 
The reports of the mission schools, orphan asy- 
lame, and other institutions under the care of tne 
Society, were very encouraging, ‘There are .only 
six young ladies engaged in the work, three of 
whom are supported by the Northwestern branch. 
Still, converts have been made, and chiidren baye 
been iustructed in the principies of Coristianity. 
As China is alleged to contain about one-third of 
the population of the world. considerable work re- 
mains to be done. The speaker blamed the apathy 
of the 900, 000 Methodists in tar country, and 
boped for better things from them ia the future, 

Mrs. Scranton, of Batavia, III., read a paper on 
‘*Japan.”' In that country Protestant mission- 
aries had not oniy had to confront the exclusive 
pu licy of the jealous Government, but the fact that 
the Jesuit« had been in possession of the field tor 
nearly a ceutury. Spite of ali these difficult es, 
the Womens Foreign Missionary Society bad sent 
out ite agents. and the blessings of tue Master had 
rested upon their efforts. it wae acknowiedged 
even by enemies of the cause that the 
only hope for Japan resied in the higher 
intellectual and religious traming of us young 
women. More teachers were needed, and the 
prayers and contributions of the whole church 
were solicited. A letter from Miss Schoonmaker. 
one of tae Society's missionaries in lokio, Japan, 
was read. This described the growth and workings 
of ine iuvkio Home, a school for girls and women 
estavilisbed in a Buddhist temple four years ago. 

THE WEST PARKS. 
LIPE AHEAD. 

The application for leave to file an information 
in the nature of a quo warranto against Clark Lipe 
was argued yesterday morning before Judge Moore, 
sitting in the Criminal Court. The relator, John 
Tyrrell, was represented by Gen. Smith and Mr. 
Hook. und the respondent by Mr. C. C. Bonney and 
Judge Lawrence. 

Mr. Bouney, m opening the proeeedings, said a 
few words about the general features of the case, 
remarking, with great confidence, that it would 
be shown that there was no reason for granting the 
petition. In order to get to work at once he called 
on Mr. Hook to read the amended petition. 

Mr. Hook said it was wonderful how people 
would differ about the merite of a case. He be- 
lieved, Mr. Bonney to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing, thatthe very best reasons existed for grant- 
ing the petition. He then proceeded to read the 
amended peiition, the additional portion being the 
allegations in regard to Lipe’s filing his bond and 
taking his oath of office after having held the office 
two years and after these proceedings had been 
commenced. 

Mr. Bonney followed with the amended reply. 
The answer set up in response to the amended por- 
tion of the petition was that Lipe had filed nis bond 
and taken his oath of office when elected for the 
iret term; that he did not regard it as legally

The matter decised in 
the quo-warranto case before Judge McAllixter 
Was that Wilcox was not entitled to the oilice. 
This right to file an information was always ad- 
dressed to the discretion of the Court, especially 
when it came from a relator Who was a private citi- 
zen. In this case he thought it the duty of the 
Court to treter to the matter that had already been 
adjudicated, viz.: that Wilcox was not entitied to 
the office. He could not lose sight of the fact that 
the right to Wilcox, orthe want of right, grew out 
of tae question as to)savhether Lipe was the in- 
cumbent or not, and therefore whether it could 
be considered as an estoppel or res adjudicata, — 
whether it was not a matter to be considered in de- 
termining whether the Court had any exercise of 
its discretion in granting this right to file an infor- 
mation. 

Gen. Smith insisted that it was a matter of 


doubt, and thatthe Court should therefore allow | 


the filing of the information in order to have the 
doubt settled. 

The Court said he found, from all the pleadings 
in the other case, and the decision itself, that the 
reason Judge McAllister, determined that Wilcox 
was not the rightfui officer, was that the office was 
occupied vy Lipe. who was rightfally there. 

Gen. Smith cidn't understand the decision in 
just that wav. : 

Mr. Bonney understood it precisely as the Court 
had just stated it, 

‘the Court—The thing he decided was that there 
was no vacancy, and im reasonmg about it he 
simply decided that the Governor had no right to 
remove him. I think the rule must be held to be 
n and the leave to file the information be 

enied., 4 

Willard Woodard had come in just in time to 
cateh the last words, After the announcement of 
the decision, and after Gen. Smith haa prayed an 
appeal to the Supreme Court, the talk was over, 
and the attorney for relator with the Commissioner 
who had come in but to be disappointed at the 
result, locked arms and walked over the bridge to 
the South Side together.

THE BANKS, / 
RECEIVER GLOVER, | 
of the Central National Bank, is getting into busi- 
ness. He received a letter from the Comptroller 
of the Currency yesterday, stating that that officer 
had carefully examined the leceiver’s last report, 
of April 1, and had come to the concla- 
sion that he was warranted in assessing the 
stockholders 100 per cent on their stock liability. 
He therefore direeted Receiver Glover to send a 
circular-letter to all the stockholders, demanding 
payment of that amount, one-half in thirty days 
and the remaining half in ninety. In case they fail to 
comply withthis demand, the Receiver is author- 
ized to bring suit against them at once. The cir- 
cular letter will sent out early in the week, ond 
will probably cause a fluttering among those who 
will |.e invited to come down for the benefit of the 
creditors. Off the amount of stock held. 875. 700 
is considered &s good. Thatis, the persons hoid- 
ing that amount can, and probably will, pay up. 
Then there is $66, 500 of stock. held by sundry peo- 
ple, which is but down as bad. The sum of $57, 800 
ise held in the name of the Endicotis, and, in 
case the principal one of that name doesn't 
turn up and no property is found upon which the 
Receiver can put his hands, the paper will de 
worth just about wnat it would bring at a well-or- 
dered junk-shop. If the $75,700 believed to be 
good is all collected, it will of itself make un a 25 
percent dividend. Then there is enough commer- 
cial paper on hand bene ved to be good to make up 
15 percent. The creditots have already received 
one dividend of 25 percent, and there is reason- 
able certainty that, before the institution is wound 
up, they will have obtained 60 per 
cent in all. They may get more. There is 
a suit in the United States Court now against Sib- 
ley, Dudley & Co, for the money which Endicott 
owes the bank, the claim being that the interest of 
Endicott in that house is subject to this indebted- 
ness to the bank. It will be remembered by those 
who have kept the run of things that Endicott set- 
tled with the firm, taking $15,000 in cash and 

70. 000 in notes. The Receiver claims that this 
was a fraudulent settlement on the part of 
Endicott and the firm, and that the 
creditors are entitled to whatever inter- 
est Endicott had in the house, Since 
the bank was pat into the hands of tae Receiver, 
makers of nearly 81. 000 of paper have gone over 
to Register Hiboard’s office, and had themselves 
transformed by the usual easy process into bank- 
ruvis. Altogether, the assets have not begun to 
pan out as well as it was confidently stated they 
would just after the smash. Whatever could be 
done, however, to scrape something together has 
been done by the, Receive, if the depositors 
would put themselves in his place they would und 
occasion for self-congratulation at the rescue of 65 
per cent of the mate el found in the wreck, and 
the possible rescue of a littie something beyond 
that figure. 

THE STATE. 

Tne sale of the State Savings Institution build- 
ing, lot, and all. will de held one week from to- 
morrow. Capitalists from Boston, Milwaukee, 
and other outside cities, besides certain men of 
wealth im our midst, have been looking at the 
property, and profess an intention to be present at 
the sale and take a hand in the bidcmg. The 
duilding, lot, and all cost about $240,000, but in 
these depressed times it is not likely that over 
$15,000 will be bid. In fact, if anybody should 
bid that amount, itis generally believed that the 
prize will be knocked downto him, no questions 
asked, and tnat the Receiver and depositors will 
think themselves lucky even at that. 


LAKE 
THE TAXPAYERS’ ASSOCIATION 

of the Town of Lake held a secret meeting in Room 
4, No. 151 Randoiph street, yesterday afternoon. 
Mr. Harvey, the attorney employed by the Asso- 
ciation in the prosecution of the Lake of- 
cials, said that he should not say any- 
thing regarding the prosecution except to a 
private committee of the Association. He would 
tell the members present why it was that the pros- 
ecution of Mr. Condit, Treasurer for the Town of 
Lake, for embezzlement, was not successful on the 
part of the Association. He desired to make his 
statement in justice to himself and all parties con- 
cerned. Mr. Condit's books snowed that he had 
paid out some $275, 000, but he had not a voucher 
to show for any portion of it, excert a few insig- 
nificant receipts, some of these signed by a confi- 
dential clerk of his named Carson, for some 
other parties fictitions or otherwise, rep- 
resent to be employes. The action of 
itself was an unwarranted procedure, and directly 
in opposition to the law, waich provided that the 
Treasurer should in no case pay Out any money ex- 
cept upon the presentation of the proper vouchers 
to the Board of Trustees, and then the Board 
should order the payment of the bills. Many of 
the warrunts contained in this amount were repre- 
sented on the books as being drawn on Condit in 
favor ot Condit. Thisaction on the rt of the 
Treasurer piaced it beyond tue power of the prose- 
cution to prove whether the money had actually 
been paid out or not. Then Condit had cred- 
ited himself on the books with about 
$18,000. which he pretended was paid 
out by dim for taxes and to the 
County Treasurer. It was proved before Justice 
Foote at the time of the trial that Condit had paid 
for taxes a little over $8,000, and tw the County 
Treasurer only $1,500, making in all less than 
$10. 000, and leaving a baiance of between $8, 000 
and 8% 000 unaccounted for. It was a plain crim- 
ina Case, in the opipion of the attorney: the law 
state l that any omission of duty or negligence on 
tue part of a municipal officer whereny the mu- 
nicipality should be defrauded, or any circam- 
stances which pointed to that conclusion, should 
render him able to punishment in a fine of not 
less than $1,000 nor more than $10,000, and the 
forfeiture of his office. Yet, in full view of these 
facts, Justice Foote, for some reason, nad 
dismissed the case against Condit, oo the ground 
that he was still holding the office, and could rec- 
tify the mistakes“ which had been made, — 
return the money. In other words, a man might 
steal another’s pocketbook, and, being still in pos- 
session of it when prosecuted, might return the 
money to its owner and the case against bim would 
ve dismissed. As regarded the further prosecution 
of the Treasurer, it would involve bis persona! 
liberty, and he wanted the advice of the Associa- 
tion before proceeding. 

The attorney then withdrew, and the Associa- 
tion took the matter up. On motion, it was agregd 
that the attorney should be instructed to proceed 
with the prosecution. 

Considerable talk of an informal nature was in- 
dulged in by the members, after which tne meet- 
ing adjourned until next Saturday afternoon at 2 
o'clock, at the same place.

THE METROPOLITAN. 

At the meeting of the Council Monday, a com- 
munication will be presented from D. L. Hough, 
President of the Metropolitan City Railway Com- 
pany, stating that in April, 1875, the Council 

assed an ordinance authorizing his Company to 
lay down and operate street-railway tracks on 
Lake street, from the Union Depot to Canal street. 
south on Canal to Fourteenth, and west on Four- 
teenth to California avenue; that the Company 
bought iron to lay double tracks on its line, tim- 
ber. and lumber, horses, and harness, and had 
made a contract for laying down a 
track; that September, 1875, proceedings 
were begun in the interest of the West Side Street 
Railway Company in the United States Court to 
restrain the Company from laying down its 
tracks; that in October the Company was enjoined 
from laying or attempting to lay down tracks upon 
either Lake or Canal street. until the final hear- 
ing of the case; that the Metropolitan Company 
filed its petitionin the State Court to condemn 
the right of exclusion of the West Side Company 
on Lake and Canal; thata verdict was rendered 
by the jury assessing the right, which. 
not being satisfactory to the West 
Side Company, it moved to set aside the verdict 
ana for a new trial. which was overruled by Judge 
Rogers, whereupon the Metropolitan Company 
moved the Court fora judgment upon the verdict. 
which was also overruled, whereupon the West 
Side Company moved the Court to dismiss the pe- 
tition, which motion was sustained by the Court. 
and the Metropoijtan Company appealed to tae 
Supreme Court, whose decision will be announced 
in a month or two; that recently an ordinance has 
been presented authorizing the West Side Company 
to lay ite tracks on Lake street from Wabash avenue 
to St. John's place, which will be the special order 
for Monday evening; that, if it is passed, a 
grievous wrong will intlicted upon the Metro- 
politan Company; that there is no haste for the 

age of the ordinance before the Supreme 
Court is heard from; and that, for these and niany 
other reasons, no present action should be taken 
by the Council on the aforesaid ordinance.

GEORGE EAGER., 

Judge Jameson was in the Criminal Court yes- 
terday to hear some motions and finish up some 
business which the deiays of the law precluded his 
dispusing of during his late occupancy of the 
Bench in the Court. 

The first motion heard was that of George Eager 
for a new trialin the Eager-Stein burglary case, 
wherein he was convicted and given two years 
in the Penitentiary a few weeks ago. 
Messers. Reed aud Shreeves appeared as his 
attorneys, and filed a batch of affidavits and the 
formal motion setting forth the legal reasons why 
a new trial should be granted. The affidavits were 
from imaginary or real persons living along Clark 
street. or in toe vicinity, who happened oy some 
inscrutable means to have been in the vicinity of 
Stein's store at ö o’clock in the morning when it is 
alleged that Eager and Stein were together engaged 
in secreting the goods stolen, and were intended 
to refute the charge that the two were together at 
the time. The points made in the formal motion 
were: (1) The verdict was against the evidence: 
(2) the evidence was insufficient to justify the 
jury in finding a verdict of guilty; () the 
Court erred in submitting improper evidence to 
the jury; (4) the Court erred in giving improper 
instructions tothe jury on behalf of the people; 
(5) the Court erred in refusitig proper instructions 
asked dy the defendant and in modifying those 
asked by defendant; (6) there was a material and 
suostantial variance between the allegations of the 
indictment and he evidence; ana (7) newly dis- 
covered evidence. 

In the arguments on the motion the attorneys 
for the defendant amplided the points made at 
great length, contending that in the indictment 
there were some fatal errors in the spelling, one 
being in the name of Stein, wherein he t“ was 
not crossed, making the codefendant Slein“ in- 
etead of Stem (which the Court held as unworthy 
consideration), and that the evidence of 
Stein on the trial had not been corrovorated, 
but, to the contrary, denied by a number of 
witnesses. The affidavits then were read, con- 
suming a great deal of time, and from them it was 
argued that Kager had not had a fair trial on the 
ground that evidence not then obtainable had been 
since discovered, ctc., the object being to discreait 
the evidence of Stein and Marks, who had been 
the principal witnesses forthe prosecution. 

The State’s Attorney replied, resisting the mo- 
tion, first thoreughiy analyzi the formal and 
legal points raised, and, seconaly, replying tothe 
affidavits. He maintained that the Court had not 
erred, that Eager had nad a fair trial. and that the 
affidavits were simply cumalative evidence on the 
question of Kager’s being with Stein, which Eager 
and other witnesses had testi ied tu, but which the 
jury failed to credit. The whole queftion, he con- 
cluded, was as to the facts, of which the jury was 
the judge, and the Court could not review the 


case. 
The Court took the whole subject under advise- 

ment, and the attorneys are to furnish him briefs 
of their arguments Tuesday, after which the 
motion will be decided.

THE MOZARABIC CHURCH. 
ITS REVIVAL IN MEXICO. 

The organization of the Church of Jesus“ 
in Mexico brings to light an afcient, but well 
nigh torgotten, link in the chain,of church his- 
tory. It is, withal, alink of majestic impor- 
tance, and of tender, heroic, and thrilling 
memories. The Mozarabic Church was tne fruit 
of missions of the early Christians to Spain. it 
was very closely akin to the old Catholic,” 
and more neariy resembled the Moravian Church 
of the present time than any other of which we 
have intimate knowledge. It may perhaps be 
said to be practically identical with the Mora- 
vians. It seems to have acquired its name from 
the times of the Moors. The Saracens oppressed 
these early disciples hardly less than did the 
Church of Rome ata later day, when they 
martyred them among the mountains. This 
Moorish persecution led them toa great extent 
to adopt the dress and customs of the Oriental 
conquerers, who are supposed to have applied 
the name Mozarabic to them as a term of re- 
proach or contempt. The liturgy of this church 
was brought, by Isadore of Seville and others of 
the fathers of the Church of that dav, to a 
written fourm at the fourth neil of Toledo, 
and established by them in its historic form. 

It seems almost like *‘ poetic justice that the 
revival of this old Church should fall into the 
hands of the Mexican descendants of the fath- 
ers of this old Spanish Church. The children, 
too, are living over again much of the blood, 
and terrorism, and social and business ostracism 
suffered by their fathers for Jes Quite re- 
cently, and all along since the organization of 
the Church of Jes us in Mexico, its humble mem- 
bers have known what it was to have their dear- 


est, brightest, and most useful pastors and 


members fall victims to poison, the gtiletto, and 
beatings unto death by assassins and by brutal 
mobs, Tnaptred and sometimes led by Romisn 
priests. 

As is usual in such fields, a verv little money 
invested in Bible and tract distribution, preach- 
ing. and cottage prayer-meeting work, seems to 
accomplish many times as much as the same 
sums put into similar work in.our own country. 
It does seem as if 100,000 Christians in the 
United States might pledge this work a dollar 
each a year. and that a few of our rich men 
migut send it $100 a vear. 

The Rev. Dr. Henry C. Riley, who has just 
returned to this work, has not, as has been sup- 
posed, been consecrated as its Protestant Epis- 
copal Bishop. It was organized before he ever 
went there as a revival of the ola Spanish 
Church above referred to. It is true, however, 
that the Protestant Episcopal Church here has 
given money, and sympathy, and effort to it, in 
a spirit in keeping wita the Evangelical Alliance. 
‘ihe writer is a Congregationalist, but after 
more than a half-score of years of careful studv 
of this work in Mexico, and during this time 
being in sympathy and correspondence also with 
Mexican Liberals in politics, and the Evangeli- 
cals in religious effort there, we are very sure 
this revived Mozarabic Church carries a banner 
around which all Christians can and should 


rally. 
THE PRESBYTERIANS. 


THE PHILADELPHIA PLAN OF REPRESENTATION 
IN THE GENERAL ASSEMSLY. 

The various Presbyteries throughout the 
Union have for some time past been formulating 
plans for representation in the General As- 
sembly. The following overture, pted by 
the Philadelphia Presbytery, is prona&nced bY 
the Jnterior the best that bas so far deen of- 
fered: ' 

The Genera] Assembly shall consist of Commis- 
sioners, Bishops, and Elders as neariy as possible 

ual in number, elected by the Presbyteries. 

e basis of Representation shall be the number 
of communicants as given in the annual statistical 
reports made to the General Assembly. 

he General Assembly. which shall declare this 
rule enacted as a part of the Constitution of the 
Church, shall settle the first ratio of representa- 
tion under it so as to make the number of Commis- 
sioners not less than 300 nor more than 350; and 
succeeding Assemblies shall, from time to time, 
change the ratio, according to the increase of com- 
municants, so as to keep the total number of Com- 
missioners within these limits. 

Each Prespytery in existence at the time of the 
adoption of this rule shall be entitled to at least 
one Commissioner, but Presbyteries that may be 
hereafter constituted containing less than 500 
communicants shall not be entitled to a Cemmis- 
sioner until their communion polls have grown to 
that number. 8 

Zach Synod shall, at its stated annual meeting. 
ascertain, from the statistical reports made to the 
General Assembly, the number of Commissioners 
to wuich its various Presbyteries will de entitled on 
the established ratio; shall ahmounce the same to 
ite Presvyteries entitled to but one Commissioner 
each, shal! declare which shall elect a minister and 
which an elder. 

Between the stated — 1 of the Synods and 
the meeting of the General sembly to which the 
Commissioners are to appointed, the Presbyteries 
shall elect according to the numberof their com- 
municants, and according to the arrangement by 
the Synods as herein provided.

Perce Indians, in Idaho. The number of Chris- 
tian Indians in these several missions is about 
1,600. Tne number of Indians assigned to the 
Church by the Government is 24,194. 


A testimony to Mr. Moody's work comes 
from Natal, South Africa. A religious move- 
ment prevails there, in which over 300 persons 
have already been converted. It began in the 
labors of a blacksmith who hail been converted 
under Mr. Moody’s preaching in Eugland. and 
afterwards emigrated to Natal, carrying with 
him a heart warm with the love of Christ. 


The Key. Dr. C. D. Foss, President of the 
Wesleyan University, reports 175 students in 
that institution. The course of studv compares 
favorably with that pursued) in the New En- 
land colleges. There is a steady increase in 
the number of students from distant States. 
Out of the 530 graduates, more than two-fifths 
have entered the ministry, and four have be- 
come Bishops. 

Plymouth Church, Worcester, made a lift 
upon their church debt March 31, and raised 
$16,000; enough to cancel ail temporary loans,and 
leave only one debt of $50,000, thus reducing 
current expenses about $1,000. One hundred 
dollars over the required amount was raised. 
Tue revival meetings under the direction of 
Messrs. Whittle and McGranahan have been 
greatly blessed.

The Third Presby- 
terian Church, corner of Carpenter and West 
Washington streets, was purchased some time 
ago by St. Paul's for $25,000. This church will 
be occupied by the new congregation on Easter 
Sunday, 2ist inst., Bishop Fallows preaching 


in the morning and Bishop Cheney in the even- 


ing. A sacred concert of the Sunday-school in 
the afteruoon. Nosubscriptions will be called 
for, though a large Easter offering is expected. 
The income of this church has always been suf- 
ficient to meet the expenditure. 


Mr. Talmage has got into a pretty row over 
the organist business. The entire Board of 
Trustees, nine members., have not only resigned. 
but written a letter to the church, in which they 
say they were obliged to resign or foment a 
discord; that in 1876 they discharged Morgan, 
at Talmage’s request. for coming intothe church 
drunk, aiterward taking him back, and that his 
later insolence had rendered him unbearable. 
Worse than this, Mr. Pearsall, one of the re- 
signed Trustees, addressed a letter to Taimage, 
saying: Having lost all faith in your veracity, 
there is but one course left for me—to sever 
mv relations with you and the church.“ He 
says lalmage knew as well as he did why Mor- 
gan was discharged, and that there was no 
course but to disbelieve Talmage. 


An event which, at this distance, has a very 
unchristian look marred a recent Sunday in the 
Massachusetts town of Beverly. The pastor of 
the Methodist Church there, the Rev. Mr. 
Adams, bas avowed a belicf in the doctrine of 
probation after death, for which heresy he was 
suspended from duty. The Presiding Elder of 
the district, the Rev. Dr. Dorchester, on ap 
pearing onthe Sunday in question to preach, 
was met at the door by one of the Trustees and 
denied the right. Proceed to preach he did, 
however, anda few moments found both him 
and Mr. Adams contending for the possession 
of the meeting-house to the music of “ Rock of 
Ageé.”” Mr. Adams and bis friends finally re- 
tired tothe basement of the church and con- 
tinued services there forthe day and evening. 
The end is not yet. 


The Mayor of Parker City, Penn., is a Sunday- 
school teacher. Recently some fast young women 
were arrested and brought before him. Dismiss- 
ing them with some sound words of admonition, 
he invited them to come to his Bible-class. They 
accepted the invitation, and conducted them- 
selves with great decorum. But the lady teach- 
ers of the Sunday-school took offense, and au- 
nounced to the Mayor that if these youn 
women came again they would be put out o 
school, and that he wouid be made to go after 
them. In the imnocence of his heart, Mavor 
Fullerton bad supposed that the Gospel was for 
everybody, including that sort of people; but 
now he sees that he was mistaken in offering it 
so freely without first ascertaining from the 
ladies that these despised young persons had 
any chance for a share in the kingdom of 
Heaven. 

James Anthony Froude, the eminent English 
historian, has sent an elaborate article to the In- 
ternational Keview of New York, containing most 
remarkable statements upon the subject of 
science and religion. He holds that the present 
state of religious opinion throughout the worid 
is extremely critical; that theologians no ionger 
speak with authority; that those who uphold 
orthodoxy cannot agree on what ground to de- 
fend it; that materialism all over Europe is re- 
spectfully listened to when it affirms that the 
claim ol revelation cannot be maintained; and 
that the existence of God and a future state,the 
origin of man, the nature of conscience, and the 
distinction between good and evil, are all open 
questions. He says that no serious conse- 
quences, at least in England and America, are 
yet outwardly apparent, and that the entire 
generation at present alive may pass away be- 
fore the inward change shows itself in marked 


extertial symptoms; but that it is certain that 


religious opinion is moving with increasing 
speed along a track which it will never retrace 
and toward issues inflnitely momentous.

He has also to 
confirm the boys and girls in his diocese, to deliver 
himeelf of an occasional charge, and, in a general 
kind of way, to keep up ecclesiastica] discipline. 
All this gives him just about enough to do, and it 
is perfectiy idle to pretend that our Bishops are 
overworked, or that there is any occasion for more 
Bisnovs. In days now vast. when there were no 
railways, there might have been some excuse for 
increasing the number of our Bishops. At present 
there is none. A Bishop has little to do, and too 
much time in which to doit. At present many of 
our Bishops are doing next to nothing, and we do 
not wish for more Bishops to help them over the 
work. Besides, Bishops of late have shown a ten- 
dency to make themselves ridiculous. A Bishop 
of the old style, with a large income and a com- 
fortaple palace. is apt to take things calmly and 
comfortably. New Bishovs, with small incomes, 
would probably be earnest men, with that naturai 
love of notoriety which usually accompanies ear-

NEW YORK. 
AN INTEKVIEW WITH STRAKOSCH. 
From Our Own Correspondent. 
New Yorn, April 11.—Some time since there 
appeared what purported to be an interview with 
Max Strakosch, in regard to the project entertain- 
ed by him and Miss Kellogg of opening a Conserva- 
tory of Music in New York. This interview made 
Mr. Strakosch talk, as be remarked to me one day 
last week, like a fool, and put words into his 
mouth which he repudiates utterly.

Now, as the will had 
been protested at the time of this interview, and 
as the trustees had no plans respecting their futare 
action, granting that they were to get the money 
in the end, the assurance of the thing was as 
infinite as it was amusing.

THE OPERA OF ADA AT THE HUB. 
From Our Own Correspondent. 

Bos rox, April 10.—Verdi’s long and much- 
talked-of opera ok Aida was given here last 
evening by the Kellogg Opera Troupe for the first 
time. Expectation had been at fever-heat for a 
good while, for the glowing reports that had come 
to us through the winter had had their usual effect. 
Tickets began to sell early, and were in great do- 
mand, and on the morning of Monday I don't 
think standing-room could have been purchased 
for love or money. Miss Kellogg isa favorite 
here, as I have before said in this correspond- 
ence, and Miss Cary fairly divides the honors with 
her. Both have their zealous partisans, who are 
ready to fight, or to mate a fight, for their favorite, 
as we had pretty strong evicence during the per- 
formance last evening. It was at the conclusion 
of the third act, when, after prolonged applause, 
Miss Kellogg and the new tenor, Signor Frapolli, 
came before the curtain. As they retired, the 
tumult increased, and frequent calls were heard 
for Cary! Cary!" varied by Kellogg! Kel- 
log!“ from the other side.” Miss Kellogg, 
Frapolli, and Verdi responding to this, the tumult 
went on until one could only term it an uproar,

became vociferous, and bore down those of Kel- 
logg! Kellogg! After this Miss Cary appeared, 
aud her admirers gave a round of bravas and other 
indications of approval. To a person standing 
outside of all partisanship it looked very much as 
if Mise Car ad kept herseif out of the way, 
waiting for just this culmination. There may be 
yey in all this, or there may be everything. 
lf the former, and the long delay was mere acci- 
dent, caused, perhaps, by some trivial matter, 
the ‘‘powwow” of the partisans was simp! 
ludierons. If the latter, and the stories whic 
have come to us this winter of the jar de- 
tween ‘the two ladies are trae, then the whole 
thing was very undignified and injarious, not only 
on the part of the partisans, but on whichever 
of the artistes may be to blame for this delay as 
well. The powwow, however, showed pretty 

lainly that most of the audience believed in the 
amily jar.“ And, to tell the truth, I think at 
the time that most of us enjeyed the tamult, for it 
was exceedingly good-humored and very catching 
in its spirit. 

SIGNOR FRAPOLLI, 

being an entire stranger to a Boston audience, re- 
ceived no welcome at first. ashe was unrecogniz- 
ed. The appreciation, however, which followed 
when his merits as well as his position became 
known, must have made afiends. The enthusi- 
asm lay with Aida and Amneris. The expression 
of this was, of course, augminted by the spirit of 
rivairy in the house, but, of many occasions, it 
was a genuine tribute to the wal power of each. 
I think it is safe to say that Aida 
will never be a (favorite opera here. On 
the part of Miss Kellogg it ts an experiment. 
Her conception of the part seems perfect; but, 
beautiful and striking as she Was on occasions, 
both in ber acting and singing. there was a lack of 
tragic force and intensity, —one could not find the 
old fault with her, that she was sold. There was 
plenty of warmth and sweetness ia ber representa- 
tion, but there was no passion. — quality which, 
beyond everything else, the part needs. Mise Cary 
seems more naturally suited to the part of Am- 
neris, and her fine voice found full cope in inter- 
preting the proud character of the dangiter of the 
Pharaohs.

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“THE BXILES” CHAMPIONSHIP. 

The contest for the championship in the pro- 
duction ot Tue Exiles” between McVicker and 
Hooley has failed to enlist the interest of the pub- 
lic to such an extent as had been anticipated. In 
the first vlace, Lent is not yet over, and we are on 
the borders of Holy Week, —a highly inauspicious 
season for profane entertainment. however, at- 
tractive. In the second place, it was quickly ber- 
ceived that the Boston edition of the play had re- 


pense in its preparation. It was set in a splendid 
framework of beautiful scenery, and aided by 
sumptaous array of picturesque costumes. Mr. 
Rowe's play, om the other hand, was allowed 
to stand on its own . merits as 3 dra- 
matic composition, the scenic . embellishments 
having formed, apparently, a secondary consider- 
ation in its production. Naturally, therefore, 
McVicker has had the wind of popular sentiment 
in his favor. The scenic decorations of the stage 
have, since the days of Elizabeth, been no sec- 
ondary part of the representation, and the first 
artists of the time have delighted in creating beau- 
tiful settings for dramatic dialogue. Iu The 
Exiles, as produced at McVicker’s, the scenery 
lends no little charm to the piece, and as much is 
due to the scene-painter as to author or actor. 
Especialiy notable are the interior of the Grand 
Duke's palace, the Siberian dwelling, and the for- 
est with the snow-incrusted pines swinging heavy 
and solemn in the night air of that desolate region. 
Mr. Malmsha in this scene has shown that he isa true 
artist, and many a broad canvas spread ostenta- 
tiously upon the parlor walls of the wealthy is not 
so much a work of art as this picture. Several 
Other seenes also show a master hand, and Mr. 
McVicker may congratulate himself on having a 
scenic artist certainly not excelled, if, indeed, he 
be equaled, in the United States. 

As to the intrinsic merits of the two plays, we 
have already expressed our preference for the 
Boston version, and it is needless to reiterate the 
reasons. In each the theme is the same, —the 
prosecution of a wicked purpose on the part of an 
ambitious, relentless villain, whose infatuation 
for a beautiful woman carries him on to inconceiy- 
able extremes of cruelty. Mr. Rowe has displayed 
little ingenuity in the treatment of the subject. 
His portrai of Schelm is that of a coarse, brutal 
wretch wh#@ is prompted to his infernal work by a 
spirit of ignoble revenge. At best, it is a repulsive 
4 but Sardou has displayed artistie instinct 

y introduting an element which in some measure 
softens the repellant features of the character. 
He makes Schelm the victim of an overpowering 

assion, and there are glimpses of a higher nature 
n him which command at least respect. Mr. Wal- 
cot’s delineation of this character is marked by a 
certain rude strength and earnestness which oc- 
casionally hurries him into excesses, and yet 
he never loses sight of the central motive 
for his conduct,—the overmasfering passion for 
Nadegée, and the smarting sense of being scorned. 
Thefciosing scene, in which Schelm, stretched upon 
his couch of agony, still glories in his power, and 
gloats over the discomfiture of the beings he nas 
reso.ved to\ destroy, is a masterly piece of acting, 
but horribly realistic—painfally so. Women avert 
their gaze from this awful spectacle of a sinner’s 
deathbed, which is worse in its way than the death 
of Danny Man and the murder of Nancy Sykes 
combined. Mr. Learock does some effective act- 
ing in the part of the young Frenchman; De 
Lussieres, whom he portrays with an easy, flowing 
gayety and gallantry—rising into heroism 
when the occasion comes—that denotes 
intelligence and a thorough command of the 
technical requirements of theatric art. Mr. Harry 
Lee as Viadwnir makes up handsomely, and ren- 
ders the part of the impetuous young nobleman 
with true spirit and point. A strong element of 
humor is infused into the play in the character of 
the gay, eccentric, out true-hearted Calcassin, which 
is admirably rendered by Roland Reed. He affords 
almost the only relief from the preygiling grimness 
of the picture. Miss Don is unfit by nature to 
speak or act in serious parts, and her Nadege is a 
conspicuous failure. Miss Geraldine Maye, on the 
other hand, seems quite at home in such a role as 
Tatiana, although it must be said that neither of 
the characters are specially interesting, save 
through force of the distressing circumstances un- 
der which we findthem. . 

As we have heretofore said, the Rowe version of 
the play leaves Mr. Levick but limited opportuni- 
ties for giving a right ‘‘taste of his quality.” 
After the first and second the character céases 
to interest the spectator, and we can only admire 
the skill of the actor in contriving to keep that in- 
terest alive. The character of Auller is perhaps 
one of the best in the cast, and this finds an excel- 
lent representative in Mr. Fred Warde, whose im- 
personation is instinct with I feeling, and 
marked by sound intelligence. In the personation 
of the two characters of Tatiana and Nadege the 
Hooley cast has a most decided advantage over that 
of McVicker’s. Both Miss Rigi and Mies Jeffreys- 
Lewis are deserving of sincere praise for the uni- 
form excellence of their acting. 

The Boston Exiles” has been brought ont at 
Booth's Theatre, in New York, and the critics of 
the metropolis have given it rather a cool recep- 
tion. This was to de expected. However, they 
concede that it was well received by the public.
